Monday,  January  5,  1942 


Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Members 
of  the  School  Committee,  the  Reverend  Clergy  and  my 
Fellow  Citizens: 

As  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  another  term  of  office  in 
Somerville  I am  more  than  ever  conscious  of  two  emotions: 
one  of  gratitude  to  the  people  of  this  City  for  the  confidence 
they  have  reposed  in  me,  and  a consciousness  of  the  grave  re- 
sponsibilities attached  to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Somerville  in 
this  trying  period,  with  our  Nation  at  war. 

The  four  years  which  have  elapsed  since  I first  took  the 
oath  of  office  on  this  platform  have  been  filled  with  a succes- 
sion of  changes  and  unforeseen  circumstances.  Just  four 
;years  ago  the  primary  concern  of  those  sincerely  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  Somerville  as  an  independent  community  was  to 
guarantee  that  its  corporate  existence  be  continued  by  steering 
a course  away  from  the  shoals  of  waste,  extravagance  and 
bankruptcy  into  the  safer  waters  of  sound  and  sensible  govern- 
ment. I am  proud  to  say  that  vast  progress  has  been  made  in 
that  regard  during  my  administration  in  office. 

Much  could  be  written  and  spoken,  column  upon  column 
of  figures  could  be  presented,  but  there  is  nothing  that  can 
so  conclusively  demonstrate  that  Somerville  in  the  past  four 
years  has  had  sensible,  prudent  government  than  the  fact  that 
the  tax  rate — the  measuring  rod  of  municipal  efficiency — has 
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been  reduced  from  a record  high  of  forty-four  dollars  and 
thirty  cents  per  thousand  to  thirty-nine  dollars  and  ninety 
cents  per  thousand,  a reduction  in  my  four  years  of  four  dol- 
lars and  forty  cents  per  thousand.  This  reduction  was  not 
accomplished  by  the  sacrifice  of  any  municipal  service;  it  was 
not  accomplished  by  pay  reductions  or  so-called  contributions 
by  employees ; it  was  not  effected  by  a lowering  of  relief  stand- 
ards to  those  of  our  deserving  fellow  citizens  whom  circum- 
stances have  forced  to  apply  for  public  relief.  The  reduction 
in  our  tax  rate  was  brought  about  by  a continuous  and  de- 
termined adherence  to  the  simple  policy  of  spending  our 
money  so  that  maximum  value  was  received  for  every  dollar 
expended. 

The  restoration  of  the  credit  of  Somerville  and  the  strength- 
ening of  its  financial  structure  would  be  a creditable  achieve- 
ment at  any  time.  We  should  be  even  more  grateful  today  that 
the  improved  condition  of  our  City  makes  it  the  more  able  to 
assume  the  added  responsibilities  that  come  to  us  now  as  a 
loyal  municipality  in  a country  at  war. 

Four  years  ago,  war  was  a subject  for  historians  rather 
than  for  those  interested  in  current  events;  two  years  ago  the 
war  has  engulfed  the  continent  of  Europe,  but  we  all  hoped 
that  our  country  would  be  spared  its  horrors  and  terrors ; this 
year  actually  finds  us  engaged  in  a war  which  now  extends 
to  all  parts  of  the  world.  During  the  depression  our  principal 
consideration  was  the  necessity  of  increasing  our  national  in- 
come, today  our  sole  consideration  is  the  defense  and  mainte- 
nance of  our  national  existence. 

Of  course,  the  paramount  concern  of  every  American  today 
is  the  successful  and  expeditious  prosecution  of  the  war  to 
victory.  Every  resource  that  we  possess,  every  energy  and 
ability  that  is  ours  must  be  devoted  to  aiding  in  what  has  been 
termed  “National  Defense,”  but  which  henceforth  should  be 
called  “National  Victory.”  Every  man,  woman  and  child  in 
this  City,  as  in  every  community  throughout  the  Nation,  will 
be  called  upon  and  will  be  willing  to  make  sacrifices  in  the 
National  Cause.  In  the  front  line  will  be  found  men  called 
to  service  in  the  Army  or  the  Navy,  on  land,  at  sea  or  in  the  air, 
and  this  will  be  the  greatest  of  all  sacrifices.  They  will  leave 
their  homes  and  their  families  to  go  where  duty  calls,  some 
to  make  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  the  defense  of  our  country. 
One  young  man  of  our  City  has  already  made  that  sacrifice. 
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There  will  be  sacrifices  expected  from  those  who  will  not 
be  called  to  serve  in  the  armed  forces  and  to  that  call  the 
people  of  this  City  will  give  an  enthusiastic  and  whole-hearted 
response.  Somervillians  of  this  generation  will  respond  to  the 
call  of  their  country  in  the  same  spirit  as  did  those  of  past 
generations. 

For  the  protection  of  our  people  at  home  there  has  been 
created  a State  Committee  of  Public  Safety  and  also  a Local 
Council  for  Municipal  Defense.  The  Somerville  Council  for 
Municipal  Defense  has  been  organized  as  a part  of  our  City 
Government  and  funds  have  been  appropriated  for  this  Council 
so  that  it  may  function  efficiently.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Defense  Council  men  and  women  volunteers  are  being  enlisted 
and  trained  for  various  branches  of  Civilian  Defense  work. 
Every  citizen  should  volunteer  for  this  work  and  undertake 
to  perform  some  service. 

During  this  critical  time  while  our  minds  and  hearts  are 
naturally  concerned  with  successful  conclusion  of  the  war  there 
must  be  no  relaxation  of  vigilance  in  the  administration  of 
our  local  government.  In  ordinary  times  efficient  local  gov- 
ernment is  necessary  and  desirable;  in  a time  of  emergency 
such  as  the  present  it  is  even  more  essential  that  we  conduct 
our  local  affairs  prudently  and  wisely.  The  people  of  Somer- 
ville are  entitled  at  all  times  to  the  best  of  public  service  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost.  In  the  coming  years  as  in  the  years 
just  passed,  I will  continue  to  provide  efficient  and  courteous 
administration  of  every  essential  municipal  service  without 
waste  or  extravagance. 

In  the  years  just  ahead  we  will  be  faced  with  serious  finan- 
cial problems,  more  serious  than  any  time  in  our  history.  We 
all  realize  that  the  expense  of  conducting  a war  will  inevitably 
cause  drastically  increased  taxation  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Furthermore,  the  unusual  conditions  created  by  the 
war  will  result  in  increased  expenditures  by  the  City  and  by 
the  Commonwealth  and  at  the  same  time  result  in  a decrease 
in  revenues  received  by  the  State  from  various  sources.  The 
increased  Federal  taxes  will  reduce  State  income  tax  collec- 
tions. The  restrictions  on  the  use  of  automobiles  by  the  pub- 
lic will  mean  lowered  receipts  from  the  gasoline  tax.  The 
result  of  these  reduced  revenues  by  the  State  wrill  be  an  in- 
creased State  Tax  to  be  assessed  upon  every  city  and  towrn  in 
the  Commonwealth. 
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The  cost  of  necessary  materials  and  supplies  purchased  in 
every  department  of  the  City  will  be  higher  during  the  coming 
years.  The  cost  of  Civilian  Defense  is  unpredictable  and  this 
is  an  item  which  has  heretofore  never  appeared  in  the  budget 
of  our  City. 

These  are  our  problems.  They  are  serious.  Our  worth  is 
gauged  by  our  ability  to  meet  difficulties  and  overcome  them. 
With  the  confidence  and  cooperation  of  all  of  the  people  we 
will  carry  through  to  ultimate  and  glorious  victory.  I pledge 
to  you  my  fellow  citizens  my  energy  and  ability  to  “carry  on.” 
I ask  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  and  the  School  Committee.  I ask  the  continued  coopera- 
tion of  all  city  employees.  With  these,  and  the  cooperation 
and  the  confidence  of  all  the  citizens  of  Somerville,  in  spite  of 
the  unprecedented  problems  we  face,  we  shall  continue  the 
progress  we  have  made  and  we  shall  continue  the  “Forward 
March”  of  municipal  improvement. 

My  fellow  citizens,  as  your  Mayor,  I face  the  future  with 
confidence. 


In  Somerville,  we  will  continue  the  progress  of  the  past 
four  years. 

Our  country  under  the  inspired  leadership  of  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  and  with  Divine  Guidance  will  march  on  to 
victory  and  peace.

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SOMERVILLE  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

The  Somerville  Retirement  System,  which  was  established 
as  of  January  1,  1931,  under  Chapter  184,  Acts  of  1930,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  222,  Acts  of  1933,  covers  all  employees  of 
the  City  of  Somerville  except  teachers  and  elected  officials  and 
those  employees  in  service  on  January  1,  1931  who  elected  not 
to  become  members. 

MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE  SYSTEM 
ACTIVE  MEMBERS 

The  active  membership  of  the  system  consists  of  members 
with  credit  for  service  rendered  prior  to  January  1,  1931  and 
members  without  such  credit  who  are  referred  to  as  “new  en- 
trants.” Members  entering  the  retirement  system  are  classified 
either  as  general  employees  referred  to  as  “Group  1”  employees 
which  include  clerical,  administrative  and  technical  workers, 
laborers,  mechanics  and  all  employees  not  otherwise  classified, 
or  as  “Group  2”  employees  which  include  members  of  the 
City’s  Police  and  Fire  Department.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  members  in  each  group  and  their  annual 
compensation  as  of  June  30,  1941.

Gentlemen : 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the  Sixty-fourth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  which  is  presented  a 
statement  tabulated  and  otherwise,  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  city,  and  the  business  of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1941. 


NUISANCES 

A record  of  the  nuisances  abated  during  the  year,  in  com- 
pliance with  notices  issued  by  the  Board,  or  under  the  Board’s 


direction,  is  presented  below : 

Complaints  received  during  1941  743 

First  notices  sent  86 

Second  notices  sent  4 

Total  notices  sent  90 


Annually  the  yards  and  alleyways  of  the  city  are  examined 
and  the  owners  of  the  property  where  unsanitary  conditions 
exist  are  required  to  remedy  the  same. 

RECORDS  OF  LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  ISSUED 

GOATS  — Three  applications  were  received  for  permits  to 
keep  nine  goats,  which  were  granted.  The  fee  is  one  dollar  for 
each  goat. 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
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HENS  — Ten  applications  for  permits  to  keep  132  hens 
were  received  and  granted. 

GREASE  — Thirteen  applications  were  received  for  per- 
mits to  collect  grease  which  were  granted.  The  fee  is  two  dol- 
lars for  each  team. 


MELTING  AND  RENDERING  — Three  licenses  have  been 
granted  to  carry  on  the  business  of  melting  and  rendering  for 
which  a fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged. 

MASSAGE  — Twenty-three  persons  have  been  licensed  to 
practice  massage  in  this  city.  A fee  of  one  dollar  was  received 
for  each  license. 


SALE  OF  ALCOHOL  — Three  persons  have  been  licensed 
to  sell  rnethjd  alcohol  in  this  city.  A fee  of  one  dollar  was  re- 
ceived for  each  license. 

BOTTLING  CARBONATED  BEVERAGES  — Four  per- 
sons were  granted  permits  to  engage  in  the  business  of  bottling 
carbonated  non-alcoholic  beverages,  soda  waters,  and  mineral 
and  spring  water.  A fee  of  twenty  dollars  is  charged  in  each 
case,  ten  dollars  of  which  is  paid  to  the  State. 

SALE  OF  FROZEN  DESSERTS  AND  ICE  CREAM  MIX 
— 333  permits  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  frozen  desserts  and 
ice  cream  mix,  and  a fee  of  one  dollar  was  received  for  each 
permit. 

SALE  OF  POULTRY  — There  were  three  permits  granted 
for  the  sale  of  live  poultry  in  this  city. 

BOARD  INFANTS  — Five  applications  having  been  made 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  licenses  to  care 
for  children  in  this  city,  were  referred  to  this  board  and  under 
provisions  of  Chapter  119  of  the  General  Laws,  all  but  one  were 
approved. 

LYING-IN  HOSPITALS  — One  application  was  made  to 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  a license  to  main- 
tain a lying-in  hospital  in  this  city,  which  was  referred  to  this 
Board  under  the  provisions  of  Section  71,  of  Chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  was  approved. 
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TRANSPORT  GARBAGE  — Three  permits  were  granted 
to  transport  garbage  through  the  City,  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  111,  of  the  General  Laws.

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DISEASES  DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

This  Board  has  adjudged  that  the  diseases  known  as 
actinomycosis,  anterior  poliomyelitis,  anthrax,  Asiatic  cholera, 
epidemic  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  chicken  pox,  diphtheria, 
dog  bite,  dysentery,  German  measles,  glanders,  hookworm  di- 
sease, infectious  disease  of  the  eye,  leprosy,  malaria,  measles, 
mumps,  pellagra,  plague,  pneumonia  (lobar  only),  rabies,  scar- 
let fever,  septic  sore  throat,  small  pox,  tetanus,  trichinosis, 
tuberculosis  (all  forms),  typhoid  fever,  whooping  cough,  yellow 
fever,  are  infectious  and  dangerous  to  the  public  health  and 
safety  within  the  meaning  of  the  statutes.  Physicians  are  re- 
quired to  report  immediately  to  the  board  every  case  of  either 
of  these  diseases  coming  under  their  care  and  postal  cards  con- 
veniently printed  and  addressed  are  supplied  to  them  for  the 
purpose.  On  receipt  of  a card  from  a physician,  the  principal 
of  the  school  in  the  district  in  which  the  patient  resides  and 
the  State  Board  of  Health  are  notified.

Results  of  all  examinations  of  specimens  received  at  the 
City  Hall  prior  to  9 P.  M.,  wall  be  reported  to  the  physicians 
on  the  following  morning. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  medical  inspection  of  the  schools  of  Somerville  which 
was  instituted  December  1907  has  been  continued  during  the 
year.  The  value  of  the  system  has  been  constantly  demonstrat- 
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ed  and  the  work  has  been  done  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 
There  has  been  harmony  of  action  between  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  school  board,  the  school  principals,  and  teachers  have 
very  generally  co-operated  with  the  inspectors  in  making  the 
system  as  sncessful  as  possible. 

The  inspectors  are  required  to  make  daily  visits  to  the 
schools  under  their  charge  and  to  them  are  referred  all  child- 
ren who  show  evidences  of  disease  or  abnormal  conditions. 
Children  who  are  found  to  be  unfit  to  remain  in  school  are 
sent  home,  accompanied  by  a slip  properly  filled  out  advising 
that  the  family  physician  be  consulted. 

The  inspectors  also  make  an  annual  inspection  of  all  the 
children  in  the  schools  and  any  defects  discoveied  are  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  parents. 

Monthly  inspections  of  the  school  buildings  and  premises 
are  made  and  suggestions  or  criticisms  are  referred  to  the 
proper  authorities.  Every  effort  is  made  to  protect  the  health 
of  the  children  and  to  co-operate  with  the  parents  in  keeping 
the  children  in  as  normal  a condition  as  possible.  In  accordance 
with  provisions  of  the  statute,  tests  of  sight  and  hearing  are 
made  by  principals  and  teachers.

HEALTH  NURSES 

There  are  at  present  seven  nurses  employed  by  this  Board, 
four  of  these  are  employed  as  school  nurses  and  the  work  of  the 
others  consists  of  follow-up  work  regarding  tuberculosis  cases 
and  post  natal  hygiene  work,  together  with  the  other  work  con- 
nected with  this  Board.  The  reports  of  the  School  nurses  are 
made  a part  of  the  report  of  the  School  Committee  and  those 
of  the  other  nurses  are  made  a part  of  this  report  being  sub- 
mitted in  detail  in  subsequent  pages. 
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INFANT  HYGIENE  CLINICS 

During  the  past  year  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board, 
clinics  have  been  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon  at  the  New 
Vocational  Schoolhouse,  every  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the 
Hodgkins  Schoolhouse  and  every  Friday  afternoon  at  the 
Bingham  Schoolhouse,  except  when  the  days  were  holidays. 
The  average  weekly  attendance  at  the  New  Vocational  School- 
house  was  36,  at  the  Hodgkins  Schoolhouse  26,  and  at  the 
Bingham  Schoolhouse  17.  The  attendance  for  the  year  at  these 
clinics  was  3889.  This  work  is  of  inestimable  value  and  the 
results  are  very  far  reaching.

On  December  12,  1941,  the  Contagious  Hospital  was  burned 
from  a fire  which  developed  in  the  central  part  of  the  build- 
ing. Shortly  after  12  o’clock  a peculiar  gasev  odor  accompan- 
ied later  by  smoke  and  flames  was  detected  by  the  nurses  in 
the  front  rooms  of  the  first  and  second  floors.  It  appeared  to 
come  from  a closet  in  each  room  adjacent  to  the  chimney  with 
which  the  heating  boiler  is  connected.  There  were  thirty-two 
patients  in  the  hospital  at  the  time,  mostly  children  who  were 
im  mediated  removed  from  their  beds  by  the  nurses  to  the  cor- 
ridor connecting  with  the  administration  part  of  the  building. 
They  later  were  taken  across  the  back  yard  of  the  hospital  and 
placed  in  the  westerly  wing  of  the  camp  building.  The  fire 
alarm  was  immediately  sounded  after  the  fire  was  discovered 
and  soon  extinguished. 
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The  damage  done  by  the  fire  was  so  extensive  that  the  main 
hospital  building  cannot  be  used.  The  administrative  part  of 
the  building  has  not  been  affected,  the  kitchen  and  laundry 
being  operated  as  usual  and  no  damage  has  been  done  to  the 
nurses  rooms.  The  heating  and  lighting  are  also  unimpaired. 
The  entire  camp  building  was  later  made  available  for  use  with 
a capacity  of  twenty  patients.

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  1941  there  were  13  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  11  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2 from  other  forms. 
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All  patients  ill  with  the  disease  coming  to  the  attention 
of  the  board  have  either  been  supervised  at  their  homes  by  the 
public  health  nurses,  or  have  been  placed  in  sanatoria  when 
such  treatment  was  needed. 

The  pavilion  at  the  Contagious  Hospital  was  opened  from 
June  23,  1941  to  August  30,  1941,  as  a Preventorium  for  child- 
ren who  were  undernourished  or  lived  in  families  where  tuber- 
culosis existed. 

During  this  time  92  children  were  residents  at  the  Pre- 
ventorium for  a total  of  1063  days,  the  average  stay  being  11.5 
days.  Much  good  was  accomplished  among  these  children, 
marked  improvement  being  observed  in  their  physical  con- 
dition and  it  should  be  maintained  each  summer. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION 

The  diphtheria  immunization  program  was  continued  dur- 
ing the  year  and  applied  to  pre-school  children  and  school 
children  up  to  the  Junior  High  grade.  The  same  arrangements 
were  in  force  as  in  previous  years  and  clinics  were  estab- 
lished in  the  schools  on  October  18,  and  October  25,  1941,  dur- 
ing which  time  447  children  were  inoculated. 

These  immunizations  were  accomplished  with  the  use  of 
alum  precipitated  toxoid  in  a single  dose  and  no  abscess  oc- 
curred following  these  inoculations. 

OPEN  AIR  SCHOOL 

This  school  was  continued  during  the  school  year  1940  and 
1941  with  an  attendance  of  12  children,  with  successful  results, 
educationally,  and  continued  improvement  in  the  physical 
condition  of  the  children.  After  the  summer  vacation  it  was 
reopened  in  September  1941  for  the  school  vear  of  1941  and 
1942. 

On  December  12,  1941,  on  account  of  the  fire  in  the  Con- 
tagious Hospital  building  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  the  school  was  closed.

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  one  stores  were  licensed 
to  sell  milk,  ninety -four  dealers  were  licensed  to  distribute  milk 
and  forty-nine  stores  were  registered  to  sell  oleomargarine. 
Eight  dealers  located  in  Somerville  were  licensed  to  operate  a 
milk  pasteurizing  plant  and  in  addition,  forty-seven  dealers 
operating  pasteurizing  plants  in  cities  and  towns  outside  Som- 
erville, are  under  the  supervision  of  this  department.  Two 
dealers  sell  cream  exclusively.  Thirty-one  dealers  purchase 
bottled  pasteurized  milk  for  distribution.  Two  wholesale 
dealers  sell  cream  exclusively.  Thirty-one  dealers  purchase 
Three  dealers  sell  raw  certified  milk  and  three  dealers  pas- 
teurize certified  milk.  Four  dealers  sell  Irradiated  Pasteur- 
ized milk.  Six  dealers  have  discontinued  business.  Nineteen 
licenses  were  granted  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  An 
average  of  35,000  quarts  of  milk  and  1,300  quarts  of  cream  were 
distributed  daily  in  Somerville  according  to  records  submitted 
by  the  dealers.

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IN  GENERAL 

Owing  to  the  National  emergency,  the  past  year  has  been 
one  to  cause  many  additional  hours  of  labor  each  week  for  all 
the  members  of  our  Department  in  our  efforts  to  be  fully  pre- 
pared to  deal  with  any  eventuality  that  might  arise,  if,  and 
when  that  emergency  becomes  local  and  immediate. 

As  a result  of  those  extra  hours  and  effort  our  entire  de- 
partment ihas  been  fully  instructed  under  the  able  leadership 
of  our  Deputy  Chief,  in  the  Air  Raid  Warden  Civilian  Defense 
program  together  with  various  other  defense  programs. 

In  addition  our  personnel  have  been  instructed  in  Red 
Cross  First  Aid  work  in  its  various  stages  and  a substantial 
number  of  those  officers  have  passed  the  Instructor’s  course 
of  Red  Cross  training  and  have  secured  certificates  as  Red 
Cross  Instructors,  showing  their  capability  of  instructing  in 
our  own  Department  or  in  Civilian  classes  should  it  become 
necessary  to  do  so. 

During  the  past  Summer  and  Fall  we  have  had  classes  from 
our  Department  attend  the  Air  Raid  Warden  Courses  at  the 
Boston  Latin  School,  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Safety 
Council ; and  the  F.  B.  I.  Civilian  Defense  classes  at  Harvard 
College  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Indentifica- 
tion  at  Washington,  thereby  taking  advantage  of  every  op- 
portunity to  better  prepare  our  Department  to  render  any  and 
all  aid  to  our  Community  should  an  emergency  warrant  it, 
and  we  shall  continue  our  efforts  in  various  lines  of  addition- 
al instruction  still  working  toward  that  end. 

Working  in  close  collaboration  with  our  Council  of  Muni- 
cipal Defense,  we  have  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  our 
present  emergency  established  an  Auxiliary  Police  Force, 
which  will  eventually  consist  of  250  persons,  this  group  of 
volunteers  consisting  of  many  of  our  best  citizens,  are  enthu- 
siasticalty  giving  of  their  time  and  effort  and  are  fast  acquir- 
ing through  the  personal  training  of  Deputy  Chief  Sharry,  a 
surprising  knowledge  of  Police  procedure  and  will  shortly  be 
practicing  what  they  are  now  acquiring  in  theory. 

With  this  additional  group  of  Volunteer  Police  Officers,  who 
will  function  only  in  emergencies  and  to  assist  our  regular 
Officers  we  feel  we  are  making  progress  in  our  Defense  efforts. 
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RECOMMENDATION 

At  this  time  I most  sincerely  recommend  the  installation 
of  Two  Way  Radio  in  our  Department.  Should  the  present 
emergency  develop  locally  to  the  extent  of  bombing,  our  tele- 
phone system  would  probably  be  disrupted  and  our  communica- 
tion facilities  rendered  useless  indefinitely;  whereas  with  two 
way  Radio  we  would  be  provided  with  an  auxiliary  system 
which  would  allow  us  to  carry  on  and  we  would  still  be  pre- 
pared and  in  position  to  afford  that  protection  to  our  Commun- 
ity, as  we  should  be. 

I have  refrained  heretofore  of  stressing  this  need  too  strong- 
ly because  of  the  drain  this  installation  would  mean  on  our 
Municipal  finances.  But  now  whereas  the  Federal  Government 
has  allocated  1100,000,000  to  be  expended  toward  Municipal 
emergencv  expense,  ways  and  means  may  be  found  for  im- 
mediate action  toward  the  installation  of  this  absolute  neces- 
sary means  of  Protection  to  our  Community. 


IN  CONCLUSION 

I wish  to  thank  our  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  and  the  various  Department  heads  of  our  City,  for  their 
whole  hearted  co-operation  and  their  assistance  rendered  me 
and  my  Department  throughout  the  year.  Their  assistance  and 
co-operation  enabling  our  Department  to  afford  greater  pro- 
tection to  our  Community. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  Superior  Officers  and  Patrolmen 
of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation  to  me 
through  the  year,  and  I am  very  appreciative  of  their  uncom- 
plaining attitude  toward  the  necessary  long  extra  hours  they 
were  obliged  to  serve  in  their  preparation  and  training  toward 
Civilian  Defense.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LICENSING  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and  the 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Somerville 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  factual  information  is  respectfully  submitted 
as  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Licensing  Commission  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1941. 

John  F.  McNamara  reappointed  by  the  Mayor,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  sworn  in  on  June  30,  1941.  Re- 
elected as  Chairman  of  the  Commission  July  18,  1941. 

The  results  of  the  1940  Federal  Census  were  announced  in 
1941  formerly  the  number  of  liquor  establishments  permissable 
in  the  City  were  on  the  basis  of  the  1935  State  Census  which 
gave  Somerville  a population  of  100,773.  Using  the  Federal 
Census  which  supercedes  the  State  Census  and  gives  Somer- 
ville a population  of  102,304  for  the  basis  for  compilation  of 
liquor  licenses  permitted  in  Somerville.  We  find  that  the  rise 
in  the  population  increases  the  number  of  all  form  restaurant 
licenses  permissable  by  law  from  eighty  to  eighty-two.  The 
following  table  will  show  the  number  of  licenses  permissable  by 
law  as  compared  with  number  of  licenses  that  have  been  grant- 
ed and  are  now  in  effect :

During  the  year  the  Commission  has  not  deemed  it  necessary 
to  grant  any  new  licenses  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  in 
any  form.  Seven  new  applications  received  were  given  “leave  to 
withdraw.” 
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The  established  policy  of  the  Commission  relative  to  routine 
matters  of  office  procedure  has  not  materially  changed.  The 
Commission,  after  inspection  and  serious  consideration  restrict- 
ed, so  called,  entertainment  in  all  liquor  dispensing  establish- 
ments by  banning  floor  shows,  master  of  ceremonies,  and  all 
brass  musical  instruments,  and  allowing  only,  piano,  radio, 
music-boxes  and  vocalist.  In  certain  localities  stringed  instru- 
ments are  allowed. 

On  February  21,  1941,  we  adopted  a regulation  that  any 
licensed  liquor  establishment  found  accepting  Federal  Food 
Stamps  would  have  their  liquor  license  suspended  or  revoked. 

A general  inspection  of  all  restaurants  brought  out  the  fact 
that  adequate  toilet  and  washing  facilities  in  a number  of 
locations  were  lacking,  however,  with  complete  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  the  restaurant  dealers  all  establishments  are  now 
equipped  with  up  to  date  facilities. 


We  acknowledge  the  splendid  co-operation,  wise  counsel 
and  whole  hearted  support  given  our  Commission  by  our  In- 
spector, Captain  Augustus  Sharrv  of  the  Police  Department.

The  ashes  and  refuse  are  being  collected  with  motor  trucks 
on  account  of  the  distance  to  the  Medford  dumps,  which  are 
being  used  by  this  department  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Medford. 

There  is  a general  increase  in  the  amount  of  paper  being 
collected  due  to  the  fact  so  many  householders  have  installed 
oil  burners  in  their  kitchen  ranges  and  heaters.  This  paper  is 
collected  and  taken  to  the  incinerator,  thereby,  decreasing  the 
fire  hazard  on  the  dumps. 

The  total  estimated  collections  of  garbage  amounted  to 
4,000  cords. 

The  garbage  has  been  collected  by  contract  which  provides 
for  collection  twice  a week  throughout  the  year  from  private 
dwellings  and  three  times  a week  from  restaurants,  stores,  etc. 

The  department  as  a whole  is  operating  efficiently  and  with 
the  citizens  co-operation  we  shall  continue  to  carry  on  in  the 
usual  manner. 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  and  the  employees  of  my  department  for  their  co-opera- 
tion extended  during  the  year.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Somerville  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  has  prepared  and  submits  herewith  his  fourteenth 
annual  report,  which  is  the  seventieth  in  a series  of  annual 
reports  of  the  Somerville  Public  Schools,  and  covers  the 
calendar  year  1041. 

This  document  is  prepared  in  three  sections,  Part  I of 
which  is  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the 
School  Committee,  comprising  a discussion  of  (1)  the  matters 
involved  in  the  outstanding  activities  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee, and  (2)  the  conditions  of  the  schools  with  respect  to 
changes,  improvements,  and  progress,  which  includes  state- 
ments regarding  personnel,  membership  and  buildings,  with 
recommendations  concerning  the  immediate  and  necessary 
needs  of  our  educational  system. 

Part  IT  is  prepared  as  a report  of  the  School  Committee  to 
the  citizens  and  consists  of  ( 1 ) a description  of  the  school  prop- 
erty, (2)  statistical  tables  which  set  forth  comparative  figures 
covering  a period  of  years  concerning  enrollment,  membership, 
attendance,  cost  of  instruction  and  maintenance,  and  other 
matters  of  organization,  and  (3)  tables  showing  statistics,  not 
necessary  for  comparison,  covering  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Part  III  presents  the  organization  of  the  school  system  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1941  and  the  lists  of  graduates  of  this  year 
from  the  secondary  schools,  the  evening  high  school,  and  the 
vocational  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1941 


Another  year  of  activity  of  our  municipality  is  about  to 
pass  into  history  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  as  required  by  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  well  as  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  School  Committee, 
and  also  a privilege,  to  confer  with  the  citizens  of  the  City  of 
Somerville  that  they  be  made  acquainted  with  and  kept  in- 
formed of  the  well  sustained  progress  of  their  public  school 
system. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  impossible  to  meet  the  entire  citizenry  as 
individuals  or  even  in  lai:ge  groups,  a written  statement  is 
the  only  available  means  of  reporting  upon  the  activities  and 
progressive  accomplishments  of  our  joint  responsibility,  the 
education  of  the  youth  of  our  community. 

This  is  the  fourteenth  annual  report  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted by  the  present  Superintendent  in  a series  of  seventy 
such  reports  since  Somerville  became  a city  in  1872.  In  each 
of  these  fourteen  reports  it  has  been  a privilege  and  an  honor 
to  be  able  to  show  a sustained  advancement  of  program  in 
keeping  with  the  tendencies  of  the  times  and  the  needs  of  the 
changing  circumstances  and  requirements  of  our  national 
social  and  welfare  needs,  and  also  an  advance  in  provision  of 
methods  and  curricula  to  the  end  that  our  school  system  will 
exist  for  its  primary  purpose.  This  purpose,  as  stated  by 
Alonzo  G.  Grace,  Commissioner  of  Education  of  Connecticut, 
is  “that  all  the  children  of  all  the  people,  irrespective  of  race, 
creed,  or  economic  status,  may  have  the  opportunity  to  develop 
those  talents  that  permit  free  men  to  contribute  their  max- 
imum endowment  of  mind  and  body  to  the  insurance  of  their 
own  happiness  and  the  welfare  of  their  fellows  and  to  become 
a contributing  constructive  force  in  the  preservation  and  im- 
provement of  the  democratic  state.” 

On  various  occasions  attention  has  been  directed  toward 
the  following  situations : 
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In  1941  it  was  stated  that  on  numerous  occasions  since  the 
educational  system  of  this  country  was  established  the  schools 
have  been  called  upon  by  necessity  and  public  demand  to 
assume  obligations  and  accept  responsibilities  which  the 
schools  were  not  originally  intended  to  shoulder. 

Emergencies  of  national  or  world  wide  scope  bring  about 
problems  from  education  with  which  we  must  deal  seriously 
and  bring  forth  sane  and  sound  solutions.  School  systems  may 
have  to  revise,  revamp,  and  remodel  their  programs  in  vary- 
ing degrees  to  effect  these  solutions.  Tihefce  changes  may 
necessitate  the  revising  of  an  entire  curriculum,  in  fact,  even 
to  the  extent  of  changing  the  complete  complexion  of  the 
institution,  be  it  elementary,  secondary,  or  vocational  in  nature. 

In  1939  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  in  our  city 
where  it  is  possible  for  the  personnel  of  the  School  Committee 
to  be  changed  completely  every  two  years,  due  to  the  in- 
adequacy of  our  city  charter,  it  is  encumbent  upon  each  bien- 
nially elected  committee  to  establish  its  policies  for  the  dura- 
tion of  its  term.  In  formulating  these  policies,  the  members 
must  keep  in  mind  always: 

1.  That  the  proper  conduct  of  the  schools  requires 
unanimity  of  purpose  and  action  on  the  part  of  the 
School  Committee 

2.  That  only  by  being  informed  and  cooperative  can 
their  responsibilities  be  fulfilled 

3.  That  their  actions  should  be  influenced  only  by 
pronounced  interest  in  the  needs  and  activities  of 
children  and  earnest  desires  to  promote  human  welfare 

4.  That  their  efforts  should  be  exerted  to  meet  their 
responsibilities  as  educational  leaders  without  regard  to 
their  political  status 

5.  That  their  perspectives  should  be  broad  enough 
to  enable  them  so  to  visualize  the  problems  that  an 
adequate  educational  program  will  be  developed  instead 
of  one  characterized  by  immediacy  and  expediency. 

The  1937  report  carried  the  following  statement  by  the 
Superintendent : 
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“‘Education  is  our  biggest  business.  It  is  our  only 
indispensable  business.”  — is  a statement  of  a former 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Half  of  the  population  of  the  country  is  directly  or  in- 
directly engaged  in  the  business  of  education.  And  since  the 
other  half  of  the  population,  whether  they  be  property  owners 
or  rent-payers,  is  concerned  with  taxes  for  education,  serious 
and  earnest  consideration  to  the  problems  involved,  with 
special  reference  to  that  side  of  the  problems  which  concerns 
cost,  must  be  devoted  by  those  charged  with  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  the  educational  institutions. 

Public  education  is  a public  purchase,  a purchase  made  by 
the  citizens  of  a community  for  the  benefit  of  their  children. 
In  self-protection  every  community  buys  education  for  its 
future  citizens.  The  amount  and  quality  of  the  education 
which  the  people  buy  is  one  of  the  best  evidences  obtainable  of 
the  general  level  of  civilization  and  culture  which  they  have 
reached.  The  schools  of  a city  reflect  the  aspirations  of  its 
people  for  their  children  and  for  their  community. 

The  School  Committee  for  1941  has  applied  itself  to  a con- 
tinuance of  the  work  of  the  schools,  the  outstanding  features 
of  which  may  be  grouped  under  three  headings,  as  follows : 

1.  The  world-wide  struggle  between  democratic  ideas 
and  ideals  and  the  totalitarian  ideas  and  ideals 

2.  Guidance  and  adjustment 

3.  Financial  support  of  schools 

In  directing  its  attention  to  the  matters  involved  under 
these  headings,  the  School  Committee  has  constantly  borne  in 
mind  the  thoughts  expressed  in  the  previous  paragraphs,  and 
has  taken  into  consideration  ideas  recently  brought  forth  by 
the  study,  survey,  and  recommendations  of  the  best  educational 
leaders  of  the  country. 

For  several  years  the  thinking  statesmen  and  educators 
have  recognized  the  growing  struggle  between  two  principles 
of  social  organization.  This  conflict  has  been  between 
democracy  and  dictatorship,  tolerance  and  tyranny.  Many 
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believed  that  the  lion  and  the  lamb  could  be  made  to  lie  down 
peacefully  together  and  consequently  ignored  the  issue.  What 
a mistake  that  was!  Through  press  and  radio  reports  we 
heard  of  the  predicaments  of  those  nations  of  the  world  which 
have  recently  been  so  ruthlessly  invaded,  and  we  heard  of  the 
acceptance  of  the  hollow  promises  of  power-mad  despots,  and 
still  the  democratic  countries  ignored  the  issue.  That  act  of 
ignoring  the  events  of  the  past  four  years  with  reference  to 
their  historical  significance  is  an  indictment  for  which  educa- 
tion must  assume  a partial  responsibility. 

However,  there  is  no  value  in  dwelling  upon  mistakes  of 
the  past.  The  challenge  must  be  accepted,  met,  and  solved. 
The  issue  cannot  be  ignored;  it  is  susceptible  of  no  compro- 
mise. Either  Democracy  or  Dictatorship  will  prevail.  Our 
country,  therefore,  has  a vital  stake  in  the  outcome  of  the 
present  conflict.  Every  individual  and  institution  in  our 
nation  must  play  a part  if  the  common  defense  of  democracy 
and  freedom  in  the  world  is  to  be  effectively  provided. 

Walter  F.  Downey,  Commissioner  of  Education,  says, 
“United,  our  citizens  of  yesterday  overcame  all  obstacles.  We 
do  not  forget  that  here  in  Massachusetts  American  liberty 
first  found  root.  Here  also  this  republic  of  ours  started 
forward,  at  first  with  uncertain  tread,  and  then  with  firm 
and  confident  step.  We  recognize  that  our  strongest  arma- 
ment is  unity  of  purpose  and  intense  will  to  defend  the  free- 
dom which  has  been  ours  for  over  a century  and  a half.  This 
should  be  the  will  of  each  one  of  us,  the  will  of  each  pupil  in 
all  our  schools. 

“Such  a united  will  in  America  is  a tremendous,  yes — an 
unconquerable  force. 

“We  all  recognize  the  fact  that  each  one,  young  and  old, 
has  an  individual  responsibility  in  welding  together  our  body 
of  American  citizens  for  the  protection  of  the  ideals  repre- 
sented by  our  republic.” 

This  responsibility  with  reference  to  the  issue  will  not 
this  time  be  ignored.  Education  will  not  shirk  its  responsibility. 
This  has  already  been  manifested  through  the  fact  that  all 
schools,  public  and  private,  throughout  the  past  year  and  a 
half,  have  shown  their  anxiety  to  do  their  full  part  in  the 
preservation  of  democratic  ideals  by  surveying  and  revising 
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tlieir  educational  programs  for  full  participation  in  the  com- 
mon defense. 


However,  the  emergency  is  such  that  whatever  program 
be  devised  must  deal  not  only  with  those  who  are  in  the 
schoolrooms  during  the  day  but  with  all  the  citizens  of  the 
democracy.  Prior  to  the  present,  some  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  education  of  the  adult,  but  lack  of  foresight  by 
the  several  communities  in  providing  the  necessary  funds  and 
facilities  to  carry  on  such  a program  has  caused  the  programs 
to  lack  adequacy  as  measured  by  the  demands  of  the  present 
emergency. 

The  urgency  of  the  situation  and  the  necessity  of  speed  in 
making  preparation  for  our  national  defense  caused  the 
entire  country  to  be  aware  of  the  necessity  of  national  par- 
ticipation in  the  development  of  the  educational  program. 
Financial  aid  was  made  available  in  liberal  amounts  by 
Congressional  act  and  national  policies  concerning  pro- 
gram were  devised,  but  the  administering  of  the  program 
was  to  be  channeled  through  the  regularly  constituted  state 
educational  authorities,  so  far  as  the  program  which  was  to 
be  conducted  in  the  regular  school  buildings  was  concerned. 

The  huge  training  program  which  was  planned,  however, 
called  for  more  facilities  than  were  available,  and  other 
agencies  such  as  the  Army;  the  Navy;  Works  Progress  Admin- 
istration ; National  Youth  Administration ; Employment  Serv- 
ice, Civilian  Conservation  Corps;  Office  of  Production  Man- 
agement, were  used  to  supplement  the  additional  work  which 
schools  and  colleges  were  to  assume. 

Even  while  Congress  was  considering  the  form  in  which 
the  bill  for  authorizing  such  a plan  of  action  would  be  passed, 
all  available  facilities  within  the  country  were  being  surveyed, 
under  the  guidance  of  J.  W.  Studebaker,  United  States  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  and  were  being  made  available  for 
immediate  participation  in  Pre-employment  Refresher  Courses 
and  supplementary  courses  in  the  skilled  trades  of  industry 
where  much  additional  help  was  needed  to  prepare  the  mate- 
rials for  national  defense. 

This  effort  made  it  very  evident  that  a national  program 
can  be  adapted  quickly  and  efficiently  to  varying  existing 
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conditions  found  in  different  states  and  localities  without 
interfering  with  local  interests  and  local  initiative. 

In  Somerville,  as  was  reported  last  year,  the  School  Com- 
mitteee  immediately  placed  the  facilities  of  the  Vocational 
School  at  the  disposal  of  the  program  for  refresher  courses 
in  machine  shop  training  in  preparation  for  opportunities  in 
connection  with  governmental  work. 

These  courses  were  set  up  and  carried  on  in  cooperation 
with  the  Federal  Government  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  city  furnished  only 
the  equipment  and  the  building  while  the  Government  provided 
the  cost  of  instructors,  power,  and  all  expenses  of  instruction 
and  materials.  At  first,  courses  were  in  operation  sixteen  hours 
a day,  with  training  being  provided  in  eight-hour  shifts  five 
da}fs  a week  for  forty  men  in  each  shift.  When  our  regular 
day  vocational  classes  opened  in  the  fall  of  1940,  the  defense 
program  was  shortened  to  one  eight-hour  shift  a day,  but 
early  in  1941  provision  was  made  to  restore  the  second  shift 
so  that  for  the  major  portion  of  1941  our  machine  shop  equip- 
ment has  been  in  service  twenty-four  hours  a day. 

Due  to  this  arrangement  it  is  impossible  to  do  more  in 
this  particular  line  without  added  equipment.  Your  Superin- 
tendent has  made  proposal  to  the  Federal  Government  for 
funds  to  provide  additional  equipment.  This  proposal  has  been 
approved  by  the  authorities  in  Washington,  priority  restrictions 
have  been  overcome,  and  our  available  facilities  will  soon  be 
increased  by  the  addition  of  equipment  valued  at  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  plus  some  necessary  small  machine  tools. 

It  is  expected  that  provision  will  be  made  in  the  near  future 
for  a further  expansion  of  our  defense  activity,  to  include, 
possibly,  courses  in  welding,  carpentry,  and  sheet  metal  work. 

While  our  vocational  schools  are  doing  this  task  of  prepa- 
ration for  the  skilled  trades,  another  agency  is  preparing  men 
and  women  through  organized  groups  for  the  necessary  home 
defense  in  case  of  attacks  by  air  raids.  These  classes  are 
meeting  weekly,  or  more  often,  in  our  school  buildings  to  learn 
to  be  leaders  of  our  citizenry  in  case  of  emergency,  and  the 
results  of  the  effort  in  our  community  have  provided  us  with 
an  exceptionally  well  prepared  force  for  whatever  problem 
confronts  it.  Our  police  and  fire  departments  are  also  taking 
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their  part  in  the  large  plan  of  the  educational  program  by 
organizing  auxiliary  forces  of  private  citizens. 

Immediately  upon  our  entrance  into  war,  by  action  of 
Congress  on  December  8,  1941,  following  the  dastardly  attacks 
upon  our  Pacific  Ocean  possessions,  the  process  of  preparing 
for  National  Defense  was  quickened.  Practical  organization 
became  an  immediate  necessity,  and  the  educational  program 
for  the  conduct  of  our  children  and  the  general  public  was 
greatly  accelerated. 

Air  Raid  Units  in  the  schools  were  at  once  organized  with 
each  master  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  Air  Raid  Warden 
for  his  school  or  his  district.  Preparation  for  these  respon- 
sibilities was  accomplished  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Chief  Air  Warden  for  Somerville,  Lyman  A.  Hodgdon.  Every 
teacher  has  become  a part  of  these  very  necessary  units,  and 
plans  for  the  proper  and  safe  care  of  the  children  are  now 
well  defined  and  prepared.  Every  member  of  our  instructional 
and  administrative  force  has  assumed  the  task  of  making 
himself  effective  in  this  organization. 

Many  of  the  teachers  of  both  sexes  have  given  their  services 
as  instructors  for  the  various  civil  defense  courses,  including 
first  aid,  canteen,  motor  corps,  and  air  raid  warden. 

All  will  admit  that  trained  men  and  women  are  required 
in  the  occupational  skills  to  permit  the  rapid  expansion  of 
the  defense  industries  and  for  the  protection  of  our  country 
and  our  homes,  but  Ave  must  not,  in  our  enthusiastic  endeavor 
to  be  in  advance  of  these  emergencies,  ignore  the  element  of 
moral,  spiritual,  and  citizenship  preparedness.  Morale,  the 
will  and  the  spirit  to  enable  our  citizens  to  face  unflinchingly 
the  exigencies  of  the  days  of  stress  and  strain  which  are  to 
come,  be  they  days  of  an  actual  “fighting  war”  or  days  of 
an  economic  depression,  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  must 
be  one  of  the  important  qualities  needing  the  attention  of 
Education. 

Democracy  is  a way  of  life,  a relationship  between  individ- 
uals, rather  than  just  a form  of  political  organization. 
Patriotism  to  this  way  of  life  is  an.  absolute  necessity  if 
democracy  is  to  persist.  Youth  must  therefore  be  prepared  in 
schools  to  build  loyalty  to  democracy  and  to  participate  in  this 
common  social  enterprise. 
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In  order  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  schools  must  con- 
tinue to  provide  youth  with  (1)  the  facts  upon  which  to  base 
intelligent  judgments,  (2)  the  ability  to  arrive  at  convictions 
based  upon  evidence  which  will  stand  the  test  of  critical 
thinking,  (3)  the  ability  to  detect  falsehood  and  half  truths, 
which  are  generally  the  bases  of  dishonest  propaganda,  and 
(4)  the  ability  to  prevent  the  hysteria  usually  rampant  in 
times  of  stress. 

Our  task  is  quite  apparent.  Speed  of  action  is  necessary 
and  yet,  conscious  of  our  responsibilities  in  these  chaotic  times, 
changes  must  be  made  in  our  educational  system  only  after 
careful  study  and  deliberation,  to  the  end  that  sane  and  sensible 
conclusions  will  result. 

The  Department  of  Social  Studies  in  the  High  School  has 
been  giving  serious  attention  to  a revision  of  its  course  of 
study  so  that  these  activities,  in  addition  to  providing  a 
knowledge  of  the  background,  history,  and  mechanics  of 
government,  may  be  made  more  applicable  to  the  problems 
of  the  day  and  a better  understanding  of  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship.  Much  progress  of  a similar 
nature  has  been  accomplished  in  the  work  of  the  elementary 
school  under  the  able  guidance  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
and  the  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education.  Considerable 
time  and  effort  have  been  devoted  to  a revision  of  several  of 
the  courses  of  study  which  have  been  in  use  for  the  past  few 
years.  An  experiment  is  now  in  process  to  determine  whether 
or  not  a new  system  of  basal  reading  shall  be  recommended 
for  adoption. 

Another  method  of  attack  upon  our  problem  made  by  the 
School  Committee,  in  accordance  with  an  order  presented  by 
Charles  P.  O’Riordan,  was  the  earnest  consideration  given  to 
the  continuance  of  the  study  and  survey  started  in  1938  and 
pursued  with  definite  purpose  during  1940  with  reference  to 
the  establishment  of  a plan  of  action  for  Guidance  for  high 
and  junior  high  school  pupils.  In  Ms  annual  report  for  1940, 
the  Superintendent  discussed  the  need  for  such  a program 
and  described  the  survey  which  was  in  process  at  the  close  of 
last  year.  It  was  stated  at  that  time  that  it  was  the  belief 
of  the  School  Committee  that  a feasible,  justifiable,  and 
inexpensive  program  of  Guidance  could  be  devised. 

In  March  of  1941,  the  School  Committee  passed  the  follow- 
ing order:  “That  authorization  be  given  for  the  establishment 
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of  a program  of  guidance  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools, 
effective  September,  1941,  said  program  to  embody  as  much 
of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Guidance 
as  is  feasible  and  advisable  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent 
for  immediate  incorporation  in  the  program  of  studies  without 
additional  personnel  or  additional  expenditure  for  salary.” 

In  consequence  of  this  authorization,  the  Superintendent 
immediately  proceeded  to  develop  a plan  of  action.  A meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  of  the  High  School  and  the 
masters  of  the  junior  high  schools,  together  with  those  teachers 
designated  by  the  School  Committee  to  participate  in  this 
program,  was  called  by  the  Superintendent,  who  discussed  the 
subject  of  Guidance  and  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a feasible 
plan  even  before  the  time  stated  in  the  order. 

It  seemed  advisable  to  expend  all  of  our  effort  during  May 
and  June  to  giving  an  intensive  course  of  lectures  to  all  Seniors 
in  the  High  School,  except  those  in  the  College  Preparatory 
Course,  upon  the  subject  of  “Finding  and  Obtaining  Em- 
ployment” 

Plans  were  formulated  for  Guidance  for  all  pupils  from 
Grade  VII  through  Grade  XII,  to  be  operative  beginning  in 
September  1941,  in  accordance  with  the  Outline  of  the 
Guidance  Program  authorized  by  the  School  Committee.  In 
the  seventh  and  tenth  grades,  lectures  are  given  each  student 
on  Orientation.  In  the  eighth  and  eleventh  grades,  a full 
year’s  program,  consisting  of  one  lecture  a week,  deals  with 
the  subject  of  Occupational  Information.  Motion  pictures  are 
used  quite  successfully  in  connection  with  this  phase  of  the 
program.  The  ninth  and  twelfth  grade  units  discuss  during 
the  second  half  of  the  school  vear  the  subject,  “Training  for 
the  Job”. 

Counseling  has  been  carried  on  to  the  degree  that  time 
would  allow,  involving  advice  concerning  studies  and  the 
securing  of  employment.  This  work  has  been  done  by  the 
guidance  corps,  supplemented  by  ^ie  valuable  assistance  of 
the  three  Personnel  workers  in  the  High  School  where  the 
problems  involved  relations  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

The  Superintendent  believes  that  with  the  limited  amount 
of  time  and  the  small  force  available  a very  good  beginning 
has  been  made. 
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While  it  is  believed  that  our  program  of  Guidance,  as  now 
in  operation  and  as  it  will  be  expanded  as  the  necessary 
facilities  are  available,  will  do  its  share  toward  the  ultimate 
success  of  democracy  through  the  development  of  an  intelligent 
citizenry,  let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  aggressive  and 
efficient  leadership  is  a positive  necessity. 

Our  Guidance  program,  through  its  counseling,  must  and 
will  seek,  find,  and  develop  through  extra-curricula  activities 
those  whose  aptitudes  and  abilities  for  leadership  can  be  of 
value  to  the  success  of  our  democracy. 

It  is  our  belief  that  in  the  work  of  the  Somerville  schools 
there  is  being  developed  a citizenry  that  will  have  a loyalty 
to  and  a patriotism  for  the  maintenance  of  a strong  democracy, 
and  that  will  rise  and  overcome  all  obstacles  tending  to  impede 
the  welfare  of  mankind. 

As  outstanding  instances  of  the  good  citizenship  attitudes 
of  our  children  during  this  year  might  be  mentioned  their  very 
ready  and  sizable  responses  of  time,  effort,  and  money  to  the 
overcoming  of  these  impeding  obstacles  through  such  activities 
as  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  Brockton  Firemen’s  Relief,  Salvation 
Army  Drive,  Mile  of  Pennies  for  the  Somerville  Christmas 
Basket  Fund,  Southern  Middlesex  Health  Association,  U.S.S. 
Massachusetts  Gift  Fund,  and  the  Greater  Boston  Community 
Funds. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  present  time  these 
children  who  have  been  so  generous  of  their  time  and  pennies 
are  better  clothed  and  fed  than  they  have  been  for  some  time. 
Such  well  being  is  reflected  in  their  studies  and  in  the  standard 
of  work  done  by  them  in  the  schools.  Contributing  to  this 
physical  well  being  during  the  year  was  the  excellent  oppor- 
tunity which  was  provided  through  the  Surplus  Commodities 
Division  for  the  purchase  of  milk  at  one  cent  a bottle.  Many 
children  were  thus  introduced  to  that  excellent  habit  of  drink- 
ing milk  daily  It  is  hoped  that  such  a program  can  be 
continued. 

Provision  was  made  by  the  School  Committee  for  those  of 
our  school  teachers  who  were  members  of  Reserve  Units 
(Military  or  Naval)  or  were  eligible  for  selective  service,  to 
be  granted  leaves  of  absence  from  their  school  duties  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  preparation  for  the  emergencies  of  the  world 
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conflict.  Assurance  was  given  that  their  positions  would  be 
filled  by  temporary  appointees  only,  and  that  reinstatement 
would  be  effective  immediately  upon  their  return  from  active 
service. 

As  the  School  Committee  term  draws  to  a close,  provision 
has  been  made  for  participation  by  the  schools  in  whatever 
programs  are  formulated  for  the  celebration  of  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Somerville  as  a 
separate  political  unit.  Because  of  this  anniversary,  the 
Regional  Conference  of  the  Special  Class  Teachers  Association 
of  Massachusetts  lias  accepted  the  invitation  of  our  local  group 
to  meet  in  Somerville.  The  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Southern 
Junior  High  School  on  January  17,  1942,  and  a portion  of  the 
program  will  be  devoted  to  observation  of  our  special  classes 
in  action.  Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  this  phase 
of  the  work  during  the  past  year  and  the  effort  has  been 
rewarded  by  a considerably  increased  accomplishment. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  the  possibility  of  reorganizing  and  revising  the  plan 
by  which  the  eligible  lists  for  teachers  and  cadets  are  estab- 
lished. It  is  the  belief  of  the  Superintendent,  however,  that 
affiliation  with  the  plan  of  the  National  Teachers  Examination 
will  be  of  considerable  advantage  in  improving  an  already  good 
competitive  system  of  establishing  an  eligible  list  from  which 
the  selection  of  teachers  must  be  made.  The  use  of  the  National 
Teachers  examination  would  eliminate  much  of  the  undeserved 
and  phantom  criticism  of  our  present  plan,  without  interfering 
in  the  slightest  degree  with  the  local  autonomy. 

While  it  is  quite  evident  from  the  preceding  paragraphs  that 
the  School  Committee  of  1941  has  given  freely  of  its  time  and 
energy  to  the  consideration  of  the  problems  confronting  its 
educational  system  from  the  point  of  view  of  keeping  the 
Somerville  schools  abreast  of  the  times  so  far  as  the  aims, 
curricula,  and  accomplishments  are  concerned,  it  can  also  be 
stated  that  the  financial  aspect  of  the  situation  has  not  been 
overlooked, 

For  some  time  it  has  been  felt  by  employees  of  the  city 
that  provision  should  be  made  for  increases  of  salaries,  general 
in  nature,  and  on  a flat  or  percentage  basis,  due  to  the  de- 
creased purchasing  power  of  the  dollar,  the  increased  cost  of 
living  consequent  upon  that  decrease,  the  increased  tax  burden 
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placed  upon  all  incomes  as  well  as  personal  property,  the 
decreasing  value  of  annuity  funds  available  to  school  teachers 
after  lengthy  and  faithful  service  in  public  activity,  and  the 
general  economic  trend  of  the  times. 

This  feeling  has  been  immensely  aggravated  by  the  trend 
of  skyrocketing  wages  in  industry  due  to  the  enormity  of  the 
National  Defense  program  and  its  activities. 

No  member  of  the  School  Committee  has  denied  that  the 
requests  for  increased  remuneration  by  school  teachers  were 
justified,  but  all  were  compelled  to  study  the  matter  from  the 
viewpoints  of  all  the  factors  involved,  namely,  the  ability  of 
the  community  to  afford,  as  determined  by  the  assessed  valu- 
ation and  the  percentage  of  the  assessed  taxes  collectable,  the 
financial  security  of  the  city  as  a governmental  unit,  and  the 
probability  of  security  of  the  taxpayers  who,  in  the  last  analy- 
sis, carry  the  burden  of  governmental  expenses,  local,  state, 
and  national. 

In  1939  the  budget  made  provision  for  the  restoration  to 
operation  of  the  promotional  feature  of  the  High  School  salary 
schedule  and  during  1939,  1940,  and  1941  a few  teachers  in 
the  lower  salary  brackets  were  promoted  to  the  second  class 
in  the  schedule  by  increasing  their  maximum  salaries  by  $150 
each,  reached  in  three  annual  steps  of  $50  each.  This  maximum 
is  now  $1950,  which  still  is  $150  below  the  salary  rate  reached 
in  three  years  by  employees  in  our  public  safety  department. 

Each  succeeding  year,  however,  in  spite  of  the  program  of 
economy  of  the  Administration,  has  brought  new  financial 
problems  and  increased  responsibilities  due  to  the  world  crisis, 
and  it  seems  impossible  at  the  time  of  making  this  statement 
that  any  provision  will  be  made  for  increases  in  salary  for  the 
fiscal  year  1942,  even  though  the  School  Committee  of  1941  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  City  requested  an  appro- 
priation for  the  support  of  schools  which  Tvas  for  an  amount 
less  than  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  year.  In  preparing 
the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  the  estimates  for  ex- 
penditures for  1942  show  a sharp  upward  tendency  of  approx- 
imately 16%  due  to  the  fast  increasing  prices  of  supplies  and 
materials  needed  for  the  instruction  of  our  youth. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a situation  exists,  but  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  when  the  emergency  subsides  the  in- 
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evitable  economic  chaos  will  not  be  as  effective  upon  public 
employees  as  upon  employees  of  private  industry,  because 
there  will  always  be  a better  probability  of  security  in  public 
service. 


It  seems  pertinent  at  this  time  to  show  again  a statement 
indicating  the  real  financial  situation  with  relation  to  the  net 
expenditures  of  the  school  system.  These  figures  then  can  be 
compared  with  those  published  in  the  last  two  annual  reports.

If  there  be  added  to  these  figures  the  sum  of  $4000,  which 
represents  a fair  approximation  of  charges  made  against  educa- 
tion which  are  not  strictly  educational,  it  can  readily  be  seen 
that  the  net  cost  to  the  taxpayers  for  education  is  not  the  cost 
which  one  would  be  led  to  believe  it  is,  but  actually  the  differ- 
ence between  $1,588,235  and  $211,089,  or  $1,377,146.  This 
figure  reduced  to  a net  per  capita  cost  is  approximately  $86.17. 


From  figures  released  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion covering  the  school  year  September  1,  1940  to  June  30, 
1941,  it  is  found  that  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  the  thirty- 
nine  cities  of  the  state  is  $110.83.  Somerville’s  per  capita  cost 
of  $97.47  places  it  in  twenty-second  position  with  relation  to 
the  per  capita  cost  of  the  thirty-nine  cities.  From  the  same 
■source  of  information  it  can  be  noted  that  the  per  capita  costs 
of  some  of  our  neighboring  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  are 
$131.81,  $130.99,  $126.95,  $122.10,  $119.23,  $112.40,  and  $104.47. 
It  should  be  noted  that  Somerville’s  per  capita  cost  is  $13.36 
below  the  average  for  the  state.  The  figures  concerning  per 
capita  cost  are  worthy  of  consideration  only  when  they  are 
used  in  association  with  another  important  factor,  that  of  per 
capita  valuation.  Per  capita  valuation  indicates  the  ability 
of  the  community  to  pay  for  its  activities,  and  is  the  relation 
between  number  of  school  children  in  the  net  average  member- 
ship and  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property,  real  estate  and 
personal,  which  shows  the  amount  of  valuation  supporting  each 
school  child.  Over  a period  of  years  in  Somerville  this  pupil 
per  capita  valuation  has  been  as  follows :

The  figures  indicated  in  this  table  for  the  per  capita  valua-

The  program  of  education  offered  the  Somerville  children 
is  full  and  complete  and  contains  all  of  the  well  recognized 
elements  which  such  a program  should  contain.  It  surely  can 
also  be  considered  well  administered,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Somerville,  the  seventh  largest  city  in  the  state,  operates  a 
successful  modern  school  system  with  a support  for  each  child 
of  $7,088,  ranking  twenty-eighth  in  the  state  at  a per  capita 
cost  of  $97.47,  and  ranking  twenty-second  among  the  cities 
of  the  state.

in  the  high  school,  134  in  the  junior  high  schools  (Northeastern 
71,  Southern  29,  Western  34),  and  403  in  the  elementary 
schools,  and  a gain  of  6 in  the  Vocational  School. 

While  these  numbers  appear  to  be  large,  it  should  be  noted 
that  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  so-called  depression  period, 
due  to  lack  of  employment  opportunities  and  the  operation  of 
the  ERA  and  FERA  regulations  which  prevented  boys  and 
girls  under  sixteen  years  of  age  from  participation  in  the  usual 
occupations  of  this  age  group,  the  school  population  greatly 
increased  in  spite  of  a falling  birth  rate  in  our  city.  Increases 
should  be  noted  in  the  total  enrollment  of  149,  400,  and  344, 
and  in  the  high  school  enrollment  of  272,  281,  160,  and  237, 
followed  by  general  but  smaller  increases. 

The  large  decrease  this  year  which  brings  the  figures  for 
membership  back  to  the  normal  of  pre-depression  days  is  due 
mainly  to  the  necessity  of  employing  youth  under  sixteen  years, 
and  that  fact  is  correlative  to  the  factor  that  many  families 
have  moved  from  our  community  so  that  they  may  be  nearer 
to  the  defense  industries  in  which  they  are  now  employed. 

The  decrease  in  the  elementary  school  enrollment  reflects  the 
falling  birth  rate  of  the  past  few  years,  which  now  is  taking  an 
upward  turn.  In  spite  of  this  recent  upward  trend  in  birth 
rate,  it  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  three  to  four  years  before  a 
material  gain  will  be  shown  in  enrollment  of  elementary 
schools. 


The  general  decrease  in  enrollment  should  shortly  provide 
an  opportunity  for  a slightly  reduced  personnel,  but  at  present 
the  only  apparent  effect  will  be  an  unfavorable  one,  an  increase 
in  the  per  capita  cost. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 

It  is  always  with  feelings  of  serious  regret  and  grave  con- 
cern that  the  Superintendent  is  obliged  to  refer  each  year  to 
the  very  great  loss  experienced  by  the  School  System  when  a 
number  of  our  most  capable  associates  sever  their  connec- 
tions with  the  schools.  During  1941  the  children  of  the  schools 
and  the  community  in  general  have  been  deprived  of  the  active 
services  and  the  influence  for  good  of  twenty-eight  persons  who 
have  been  connected  with  our  instructional  corps  for  periods 
of  from  three  years  to  forty-five  years. 
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Of  the  twenty-eight,  three  teachers,  one  of  whom  was  the 
High  School  librarian,  after  periods  of  loyal  and  devoted 
service  of  twenty-four,  twenty-one,  and  sixteen  and  a half 
years,  were  called  to  their  great  reward.  Twelve  of  the  twenty- 
eight  resigned  to  be  married,  eleven  retired  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Teachers  Retirement  Act,  and  two  left  to  take 
positions  in  other  localities,  one  of  whom  made  a fine  advance- 
ment in  the  profession  while  the  other  went  to  another  field  of 
activity.  All  have  served  faithfully  and  well  and  their  terms 
of  loyal  and  devoted  service  were  noted  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee by  expressions  of  appreciation. 

Notable  among  those  who  retired  were  Harry  L.  Jones, 
Principal  of  the  Somerville  Vocational  School,  whose  entire 
service  covered  a period  of  forty-five  years;  May  E.  Small, 
Master’s  Assistant  at  the  Lowe  School,  who  was  associated 
with  the  schools  for  forty-one  years ; Annie  B.  Russell,  Carr 
School,  forty  years;  Mary  L.  Bryant,  Western  Junior  High 
School,  thirty-eight  years.  G.  Hortense  Pentecost  and  Maria  D. 
McLeod  of  the  Prescott  and  Baxter  Schools  respectively  served 
for  thirty-six  years ; Blanche  Thompson  and  Lena  Munroe  of 
the  Morse  School  had  terms  of  service  of  thirty-five  and  twenty- 
nine  years  respectively ; Kathinka  Fessman  of  the  Northeastern 
Junior  High  School  served  twenty-nine  years;  and  Nettie 
Humiston  of  the  Cutler  School  served  twenty-one  years. 

After  a service  of  twenty-two  years  and  four  months  in 
Somerville,  Walter  Prescott  Sweet,  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Schools  since  October  1928,  resigned  to  accept  well  deserved 
professional  advancement  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Danbury,  Connecticut. 

The  following  resolution  adopted  unanimously  by  the  School 
Committee,  expresses  the  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Sweet  and  his 
service  were  held : 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Walter  Prescott  Sweet,  for  thirteen  years 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Somerville  Schools,  has 
recently  resigned  to  become  Superintendent  of  Schools  at 
Danbury,  Connecticut,  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Sweet  served  with  distinction  in  the  Somer- 
ville schools  from  September  1919  as  teacher  in  the  North- 
ern Junior  High  School,  being  elected  Vice-Principal  of 
the  Western  Junior  High  School  on  May  8,  1922,  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  1928,  and 
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WHEREAS , his  tact,  sympathy,  and  keen  sense  of  humor 
greatly  endeared  him  to  children  and  parents  alike,  and  his 
character  exemplified  to  them  the  finest  qualities  of  a 
gentleman  and  a scholar,  and 

WHEREAS , because  of  his  deep  insight  into  the  psychology  of 
modern  youth  and  their  problems,  he  was  able  to  counsel 
with  deftness  and  wisdom  parents  who  turned  to  him  for 
advice,  and 

WHEREAS,  because  of  his  engaging  and  inspiring  personality 
he  is  held  in  high  regard  by  both  teachers  and  citizens,  and 
because  of  his  scholarly  attainments,  breadth  of  view, 
keen  sense  of  educational  values,  and  high  ideals,  his 
service  to  the  schools  and  to  the  city  has  been  outstanding 
and  invaluable,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  ex- 
press their  sincere  and  deep  regret  at  his  resignation,  and 
extend  to  him  their  best  wishes  for  his  success  and  happi- 
ness in  the  new  field  of  his  activities,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  on  the  records 
of  this  Committee  and  a copy  of  them  be  sent  to  Mr.  Sweet 
and  to  the  press. 

To  this  the  Superintendent  takes  this  opportunity  to  add 
his  feeling  of  personal  loss  in  Mr.  Sweet’s  resignation,  but 
wishes  to  express  his  congratulations  to  the  citizens  of  Dan- 
bury in  securing  for  the  children  of  their  community  the 
services  of  a well  trained,  able,  sincere,  and  conscientious  ad- 
ministrator and  educator  whose  genial  personality  will  endear 
him  to  his  new  associates  and  neighbors.  Somerville’s  great 
loss  becomes  Danbury’s  gain.  Somerville  will  long  remember 
him  and  will  feel  his  influence. 

At  the  close  of  this  year  two  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee with  exceptional  records  of  service  of  ten  years  in  the 
interests  of  the  welfare  of  the  children  are  voluntarily  retir- 
ing from  School  Committee  membership. 

Dr.  Edith  L.  Hurd,  who  retires  with  extreme  reluctance, 
was  the  most  able  woman  ever  to  serve  on  the  Somerville 
School  Committee.  During  her  ten  years  of  service  she  has

brought  to  the  deliberations  of  the  Board  the  benefit  of  her 
broad  vision,  whichr  she  gained  through  her  two  professions ; 
first,  as  a classroom  teacher  in  Somerville  High  School  and 
later  as  a practising  attorney.  She  was  signally  honored  among 
the  legal  profession  through  having  earned  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  from  Yale  University.  Words  cannot 
adequately  express  the  appreciation  due  Dr.  Hurd  for  her  loyal, 
efficient,  conscientious,  and  militant  service  and  her  sincere 
and  steadfast  devotion  to  the  responsibility  assigned  her  by 
her  wise  constituents.  The  influence  of  her  services  as  a teacher 
and  a school  committee  member  will  fortunately  live  for  a long 
period  of  time.  Her  reward  will  be  the  memory  of  a task  well 
done. 

Dr.  Walter  E.  Whittaker,  another  highly  respected  profes- 
sional person,  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  energy  to  his  task 
of  serving  the  adults  and  the  children  of  Ward  One.  During 
his  loyal  and  faithful  service,  which  consisted  of  one  term  of 
six  years,  followed  by  voluntary  retirement,  and  another  term 
of  four  years,  he  never  sought  honors  among  his  associates, 
but  was  finally  persuaded  to  accept  the  Vice  Chairmanship  in 
1939  and  again  in  1941.  His  genial  personality  endeared  him 
to  his  associates  even  through  periods  of  conflict  of  opinion, 
and  his  voluntary  retirement  will  be  a distinct  loss  to  the 
school  system. 

In  addition  to  these  two  members,  the  School  Committee 
will  be  deprived  of  the  associations  of  two  other  members  of 
the  1941  Board,  namely,  James  H.  Buckley,  who  has  served  one 
two-year  term,  and  James  S.  Sullivan,  who  represented  Ward 
six  and  was  elected  in  June  of  this  year  to  fill  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term  of  Harold  W.  Ramsey.  Mr.  Ramsey, 
who  resigned  after  a successful  service  of  a year  and  six 
months,  gave  evidence,  by  his  keen  appreciation  and  study  of 
school  problems,  of  his  ability  to  do  very  effective  work  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee.  Mr.  Ramsey’s  assignment  to  a gov- 
ernmental position  in  another  state  made  it  impossible  to  con- 
tinue his  fine  work  in  the  interests  of  the  school  children.  His 
associates  expressed  appreciation  of  his  services  and  their 
regret  at  his  leaving. 

The  calibre  of  the  citizens  who  have  been  persuaded  to 
handle  the  most  important  task  within  our  community,  that 
of  taking  charge  of  the  educational  program  of  our  future 
citizens  by  serving  as  members  of  the  School  Committee,  has 
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always  been  on  an  extremely  high  level,  the  majority  being 
professional  men  and  women.  During  the  past  year  six  per- 
sons, all  of  whom  were  professional  men  (three  medical  men, 
an  engineer,  and  two  educators),  have  passed  to  their  great 
reward.  Dr.  Francis  J.  Fitzpatrick,  who  passed  away  on  Jan- 
uary 3,  1941,  gave  sixteen  years  to  the  duties  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  Dr.  Herbert  Cholerton,  who  ended  a full  and 
complete  life  of  service  on  September  25,  1941,  gave  twenty- 
three  years  to  his  School  Committee  task,  the  longest  period 
of  service  ever  given  in  this  City.  Dr.  Harry  M.  Stoodley,  a 
member  for  thirteen  years,  completed  his  earthly  mission  on 
November  5,  1941,  and  Charles  W.  Boyer,  an  engineer  by  pro- 
fession who  served  six  years  on  the  School  Committee,  laid 
down  his  working  tools  on  November  7,  1941.  Frank  M.  Hawes 
and  Walter  I.  Chapman,  educators,  who  passed  away  on  Jan- 
uary 21,  1941,  and  March  5,  1941,  served  as  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  periods  of  two  years  and  eight  years 
respectively.  May  the  memory  of  these  devoted  citizens  persist 
as  will  the  influence  of  their  conspicuous  service. 


In  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Walter  P.  Sweet, 
the  policy  of  giving  promotion  for  service  within  the  system 
was  continue*!  by  the  School  Committee. 


Leo  C.  Donahue,  elected  to  be  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  brought  to  his  task  a fine  education  and  an  experience 
which  included  teaching,  supervision,  and  administration,  as 
a High  School  teacher,  vice-principal  of  the  Northeastern 
Junior  High  School,  and  Supervising  Principal  of  an  elemen- 
tary school  district.  His  training  and  experience,  combined 
with  his  excellent  personal  qualities,  upright  and  gentlemanly 
character,  loyalty  to  his  associates  and  his  position,  trust- 
worthiness, tact,  and  diplomacy,  constitute  a background  which 
expanded  by  further  experience  will  make  him  a successful  and 
worthy  incumbent. 


Philip  J.  Heffernan,  Principal  of  the  Vocational  School, 
Joseph  A.  Regan,  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Glines.  Edgerly, 
and  Hanscom  District,  and  Joseph  M.  Thornton,  Vice-Principal 
of  the  Northeastern  Junior  High  School,  all  were  worthy  of 
their  promotions  through  education  and  through  successful 
experience  in  their  previous  assignments. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  CONCLUSION 

Each  year  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  presenting  his  Annual  Report  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  School  Committee  and  the  public  to  matters  which  seem 
to  him  worthy  of  serious  consideration  and  necessary  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  schools.  Recommendations  of  the  Superin- 
tendent are  made  only  after  a careful  study  of  all  the  factors 
involved,  and  are  based  upon  the  probability  of  accomplish- 
ment. 

Due  to  the  chaos  in  world  affairs  and  the  uncertainty  of 
how  the  present  crisis  will  affect  Education  and  the  economic 
status,  it  seems  inadvisable  to  make  recommendations  with 
relation  to  ideas  and  situations  which  would  cause  long-term 
and  far-reaching  activities  to  be  anticipated  .and  formulated. 

Attention  must  be  given,  however,  to  the  expansion  and 
acceleration  of  our  Vocational  Education  program  to  meet  the 
National  Defense  needs  of  industry  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. It  is  recommended,  therefore,  (1)  that  the  program  of 
work  for  National  Defense  be  continued  and  expanded  as  the 
need  requires,  (2)  that  the  curriculum  of  the  Vocational 
School  be  increased  to  include  other  trade  offerings,  partic- 
ularly welding,  and  (3)  that  serious  attention  be  given  to 
scattering  the  elementary  school  pupils  now  housed  in  the 
Vocational  School  Building  to  make  room  for  the  proposed 
expansion  of  the  vocational  program. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  School  Committee 
make  provision  in  its  Rules  to  participate  in  the  plan  of  the 
National  Teachers  Examinations  as  a factor  in  establishing  its 
eligible  lists  for  teachers  and  cadets. 

Again,  it  is  necessary  to  call  attention  to  recommendations 
previously  made,  as  follows: 

1 . That  provision  be  made  by  legislative  act  to  change 
the  City  Charter  so  that  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  school  buildings  will  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  School  Committee,  as  is  the  practice  in  most  other 
cities  and  towns 

2.  That  as  soon  as  possible  and  before  others  of  our 
school  buildings  erected  in  Civil  War  days  need  too  much 
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attention  and  when  the  conditions  of  the  City’s  finances 
permit,  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  replace- 
ment of  the  Prescott  Building. 

In  concluding  his  fourteenth  annual  report,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  his 
gratitude  and  appreciation  to  his  associates  for  their  assist- 
ance and  cooperation  in  making  1941  a year  of  success  and 
progress  for  the  public  schools. 

The  Superintendent  is  indebted  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  their  keen  appreciation  of  the  legisla- 
tive obligations  facing  them  and  for  the  willing  and  cooper- 
ative manner  in  which  they  have  spent  both  time  and  energy 
in  the  service  of  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  able  and  efficient  leadership  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  William  J.  Koen,  who, 
well  versed  in  educational  matters,  having  a keen  appreciation 
of  the  implications  for  Education  of  the  present  world  crisis, 
and  being  determined  to  meet  the  challenge  presented  to  Educa- 
tion, gave  untiringly  of  the  time  allowable  from  his  active  life 
as  a Federal  official  to  make  his  leadership  effective  in  guid- 
ing forward  the  progress  of  the  schools. 

Hearty  and  sincere  commendation  is  extended  to  the 
masters,  supervisors,  and  teachers  for  their  loyalty  and  co- 
operative effort  given  to  their  regular  tasks  and  obligations, 
and  particularly  for  the  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  they 
are  giving  of  their  time  and  energy  to  prepare  themselves  for 
the  exigencies  of  the  emergency  now  facing  all  the  citizens  of 
this  country. 

The  Superintendent  pledges  to  continue  his  best  efforts  in 
the  interest  of  progress  in  the  work  of  the  schools  during  1942.

The  total  amount  spent  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schools 
of  Somerville  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1941,  is 
$1 ,526,809.33. 

This  includes  the  sums  spent  for  care  of  school  buildings, 
including  janitors’  services,  fuel,  light,  and  school  telephones; 
the  amount  paid  for  salaries  of  officers,  and  the  amount  spent 
for  school  supplies  : and  the  sum  paid  for  salaries  of  teachers. 

The  expenditures  for  care  for  school  buildings  is  wholly  in 
charge  of  the  City  Government.

An  examination  of  these  tables  shows  that  we  have  paid 
$4.24  more  for  the  instruction  of  each  pupil  in  the  High 
School  than  in  1940,  and  18  cents  less  per  pupil  for  supplies. 

The  elementary  schools  have  cost  38  cents  more  per  pupil 
for  instruction,  and  5 cents  more  for  supplies. 

The  amount  spent  for  the  school  year  1941  was  $13.48,  or 
5 cents  less  than  was  spent  in  1940.  The  amount  yielded  for 
each  child  in  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  for  1941, 
not  including  the  vocational  schools,  was  $88.10.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

It  is  with  a feeling  of  trepidation  that  as  Librarian  I look 
forward  to  the  coming  year  fearing  that,  with  the  mounting 
federal,  state,  and  city  expenses,  the  library  budget  may  be 
considered  as  one  item  which  might  easily  be  reduced  without 
seriously  hampering  the  ordinary  services  of  the  city  to  the 
public.  Yet  in  these  trying  days  when  the  lust  for  power  is 
making  a mad  house  of  Europe  and  The  Far  East  it  is  imper- 
ative that  library  service  be  kept  at  its  highest  peak  as  a nation- 
al civic  duty.  For,  if  the  morale  we  need  in  this  crisis  is  to 
be  more  than  an  emotional  glow  about  democracy,  it  is  the 
major  responsibility  of  a library  to  do  everything  in  its  power 
to  help  our  citizens  experience  the  maximum  success  in  hand- 
ling today’s  problems  by  organizing  the  pursuit  of  an  under- 
standing of  these  problems  and  thus  carry  on  in  the  character- 
istic American  way  the  processes  of  public  enlightenment. 

Whereas,  on  the  opposite  side,  we  have  the  tragic  corollary 
of  Europe  and  Asia  with  docile  millions  marching  blindly 
towards  death  due  to  mass  ignorance  imposed  by  censorship 
and  lack  of  education  for  the  aggrandizement  of  a leader  whose 
war  is  for  conquest  alone. 

In  England,  the  importance  of  public  libraries  during  these 
critical  times  has  been  recognized  in  the  following  quotation 
from  the  London  Times : — 


“A  memorandum  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Education 
urging  upon  all  public  library  authorities  the  importance  of 
maintaining  their  work  and  indeed,  where  necessary,  extend- 
ing it  at  the  present  time.  It  is  stated  that  library  facilities 
are  one  of  the  benefits  which  the  Minister  of  Labour  is  anxious 
to  secure  for  the  welfare  of  industrial  workers  in  war  time. 
Beth  Ministries  are  to  be  applauded  for  a recommendation 
which  is  so  timely.  Local  authorities  all  over  the  country  are 
pressed  to  reduce  unnecessary  expenditures  in  these  days,  and 
in  various  coastal  areas  where  there  has  been  evacuations  or 
heavy  reduction  of  visitors  and  residents,  the  need  for  the  most 
drastic  economies  has  become  a matter  of  terrible  urgency. 
It  is  only  too  tempting  at  such  a crisis  to  consider  the  whole 
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cultural  work  of  a borough  or  district  as  a luxury  which  can 
with  good  patriotic  reason  be  foregone  till  peace  is  restored. 

“The  gravity  of  war  has  been  brought  home  to  this  land 
during  the  past  weeks  with  a force  that  has  not  been  felt  for 
generations,  perhaps  never  before  in  our  history.  Such  days 
enforce  a serious  habit  of  mind,  and  millions  may  be  ready  to 
study  questions  that  they  had  before  ignored  or  superficially 
considered.  For  them  the  provision  of  books  on  such  subjects, 
as  politics,  sociology,  philosophy,  and  religion  which  the  pub- 
lic libraries  are  able  to  make,  is  an  invaluable  boon.  Every- 
thing should  be  done  to  widen,  and  not  to  restrict  this  serv- 
ice. The  librarian  should  be  regarded  as  a public  servant  of 
high  importance,  not  as  a mere  minister  of  amenities  that  can. 
be  dispersed  with  in  the  more  momentous  hours  of  the  people’s, 
destiny,  and  all  possible  private  and  public  support  should  be 
given  to  enable  this  vital  national  service  to  be  maintained.” 

May  our  fervant  prayer  be  that  we  will  not  fail  the  people 
of  Somerville:  that  we  will  continue  to  stand  as  we  have  in 
the  past  as  “An  Institution  for  the  Diffusion  of  Knowledge 
Among  the  People”  to  guide  our  citizens  through  the  night 
until  that  day  when  in  the  words  of  Tennyson: 

“Till  the  war-drum  throbb’d  no  longer , and  the  battle- 
flags  were  furl’d 

In  the  Parliament  of  man,  the  Federation  of  the  world. 

“ There  the  common  sense  of  most  shall  hold  a fretful 
realm  in  awe, 

And  the  kindly  earth  shall  slumber,  lapt  in  universal 
law.” 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  appendices  that  we  have  suffered, 
during  the  past  year,  a loss  in  circulation.  Though  this  condi- 
tion appears  to  be  prevalent  throughout  the  library  world 
there  are  two  definite  factors  which  have  contributed  to  this 
decrease:  — first,  a decrease  in  our  public  school  enrollments 
during  the  current  school  year  of  over  seven  hundred  pupils;; 
second,  the  draft  and  improved  economic  conditions  with  ex- 
tended working  hours  have  considerably  reduced  the  number 
of  library  patrons.  However,  a very  interesting  factor  appears 
in  the  type  of  books  our  borrowers  are  reading  as  over  three 
quarters  of  the  decrease  has  been  in  books  of  fiction,  showing 
that  our  patrons  are  seeking  knowledge  of  serious  subjects 
rather  than  seeking  amusement  and  diversion. 
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After  years  of  pleading  for  improvement  of  the  grounds  of 
the  East  Branch,  we  have  at  last  been  successful.  Through 
the  office  of  City  Engineer  Hegarty  the  lawn  lias  been  reseeded, 
beautifully  landscaped,  and  surrounded  by  an  ornamental  iron 
fence.  We  look  forward  to  a similar  project  at  the  West 
Branch  at  some  future  date. 

The  physical  condition  of  Central  is  a source  of  constant 
annoyance.  We  trust  the  Building  Commissioner  may  see  his 
way  clear  to  correct  this  deplorable  condition  though  we  real- 
ize that  it  will  require  a tremendous  outlay  of  money.  At 
Union  Square,  the  installation  of  florescent  lighting  has  done 
much  to  alleviate  the  inadequate  lighting  facilities,  and  has 
been  of  considerable  benefit  to  both  borrowers  and  the  staff. 

We  face  a serious  personnel  problem  in  the  coming  year  if 
there  should  be  any  decrease  in  the  National  Youth  Adminis- 
tration Project.  Under  present  conditions  we  can  barely  cover 
all  schedules  adequately  and  if  we  should  face  an  epidemic  of 
sickness  it  would  be  physically  impossible  to  operate  all  loca- 
tions with  the  present  personnel.  In  the  closing  months  of  the 
year  there  were  three  resignations  with  no  replacements. 

During  the  drive  for  volunteers  for  the  Civilian  Defense 
Courses,  under  direction  of  the  Somerville  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Safety,  of  which  Mr.  McCann  is  Chairman,  the  library  build- 
ings were  used  as  headquarters  for  registration.  The  members 
of  the  staff  gladly  gave  their  time  to  assist  in  this  work.  Many 
staff  members  are  taking  defense  courses  and  arrangements 
are  in  progress  for  Red  Cross  First  Aid  classes  for  the  entire 
group,  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  cope  with  any  emergency 
which  might  arise. 

The  W.  P.  A.  Projects  continue  their  helpful  assistance. 
’The  Library  Services  group  performed  an  outstanding  piece  of 
work  in  stamping  in  bold  type  SOMERVILLE  PUBLIC 
LIBRARY  on  all  exposed  sides  of  each  book  in  our  collection. 
This  has  done  much  to  reduce  our  losses  as  the  name  of  the 
library  appears  prominently  from  any  position  the  book  may 
I)e  placed.  The  Art  Project  is  most  co-operative  and  continues 
to  furnish  ns  means  of  publicity  which  proves  most  valuable.

at  Central,  and  Barbara  F.  Sheridan  and  Eleanor  M.  Stanaway 
of  the  Ungraded  Service.

SERVICES  PERFORMED  BY  COMPANIES  DURING  ,1941 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

Last  year’s  annual  report  presented  a detailed  description 
of  Somerville’s  fire  equipment. 

It  emphasized  in  particular  the  decreased  efficiency  of  sev- 
eral fire  pumps  and  one  ladder  truck  as  a result  of  extremely 
long  service. 

With  the  passing  of  another  year,  conditions  have  become 
increasingly  worse. 

Moreover,  it  will  be  only  a matter  of  a short  time  when  we 
will  probably  be  compelled  to  put  this  equipment  out  of  service, 
since  it  is  unreliable  for  travel  and  undependable  for  use  at  a 
fire. 

Since  we  have  twenty  pieces  of  important  extinguishing  ap- 
paratus in  service,  we  should  obviously  replace  at  least  one 
piece  of  fire  fighting  equipment  on  the  average  every  year. 

Our  citizens,  influenced  by  the  reports  of  competent  fire 
protection  authorities,  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  Somerville 
constitutes  one  of  the  worst  conflagration  hazards  in  the  United 
States  because  of  its  closely  built  wooden  construction. 


Now,  threat  of  air  raids  and  of  sabotage,  make  it  even  more 
imperative  that  our  equipment  be  ready  for  efficient  action. 
To  supplement  Somerville’s  standard  equipment,  500  gallon 
pumps  are  to  be  allotted,  according  to  report,  to  various  defense 
areas  by  the  Civilian  Defense  authorities. 

Such  units  would  be  furnished  to  a City  only  after  the  com- 
munity had  met  normal  requirements  for  a proper  fire  fighting 
force.  Thus,  these  pumps  units,  if  and  when  they  are  provided 
by  the  government,  will  in  no  way  act  as  substitutes  for  basic 
equipment.  The  problem  of  replacing  antiquated  equipment  is, 
however,  complicated  by  the  war  priorities. 

The  war  has  not  only  affected  the  supply  of  materials,  it 
has  introduced  vital  problems  in  regard  to  personnel. 

At  present  we  are  in  the  process  of  organizing  an  auxiliary 
fire  department. 
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There  are  at  the  moment,  nearly  200  men  in  training. 

Our  ultimate  goal  is  an  auxiliary  branch  of  800  men  before 
the  year  1942  comes  to  an  end. 

Furthermore,  there  are  definite  indications  that  our  war  ef- 
fort will  soon  bring  about  an  appalling  depletion  of  our  perm- 
anent personel,  because  of  induction  into  the  Armed  Forces 
of  our  country. 

Extreme  care  must  be  exercised  to  maintain  the  full  strength 
of  our  regular  department,  since  modern  total  war  rains  des- 
truction on  civilian  life  and  property  from  the  air. 

Experience  and  observation  in  other  countries  has  shown 
the  important  role  played  by  to-day’s  fire  fighters. 


CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  my  report  I wish  to  state  that  I fully  rec- 
ognize the  support  and  confidence  accorded  me,  the  past  year, 
by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aider- 
men  ; I wish  also  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Officers 
and  Members  of  the  Department  for  their  faithfulness  and 
efficiency.

I respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  Electric  Lights  and  Lines,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1941: 

INSPECTION  OF  WIRING  IN  BUILDINGS 

Strict  and  careful  inspection  of  electrical  wiring  and  at- 
tachments thereto  have  been  carried  on  as  in  the  past. 

Consistent  re-inspection  has  resulted  in  the  use  of  approved 
appliances  and  materials.  Amateur  work  and  the  use  of  un- 
approved appliances  and  materials  has  been  constantly  con- 
demned. 

The  number  of  permits  issued  for  work  and  inspections 
thereto  are  as  follows :

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

Changes  and  additions  are  continuously  being  made  on  the 
Fire  Alarm  System.  The  entire  system  is  completely  under- 
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ground.  23,500  feet  of  underground  cable  was  installed  on  this 
system.  During  the  past  year  5 new  Fire  Alarm  boxes  were 
added  and  10  old  type  hazardous  Gardner  boxes  were  rebuilt 
as  recommended  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 
The  remaining  10  Gardner  boxes  will  be  removed  or  rebuilt 
within  the  next  year. 

The  installation  of  a new  Vocal-Alarm  System  which  would 
act  as  a secondary  means  for  transmitting  an  alarm  and  which 
would  greatly  increase  our  receiving  and  transmitting  equip- 
ment is  recommended  at  this  time. 

Inasmuch  as  the  supports  for  the  tower  bells  and  striking 
mechanism  in  some  instances  are  unsafe,  striking  equipment 
worn  and  in  general  poor  condition,  it  is  recommended  that 
they  be  discontinued.  We  recommend  a Cunningham  Air 
Whistle,  or  similar  type,  which  is  used  by  the  United  States 
Navy  or  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  be  substituted  and  lo- 
cated on  the  top  of  the  City  Hall,  for  sounding  multiple  alarms, 
as  our  part  in  the  National  Defense  Program.  After  the  emer- 
gency is  over  it  would  serve  as  a permanent  means  of  notifica- 
tion of  the  Fire  Department  for  mobilization  and  action  in  an 
emergency.

It  is  mandatory  at  this  time  that  an  auxiliary  power  supply 
such  as  a portable  gasoline  driven  Motor  Generator  set  be 
purchased  as  an  auxiliary  to  our  present  Edison  supply  serv- 
ice. If  our  present  Edison  service  should  be  interrupted  for 
any  length  of  time  the  Fire  Alarm  Signal  Service  would  be 
seriously  endangered. 

Apparatus  outside  the  central  office  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing : 


202  Fire  Alarm  signal  boxes  of  which  31  boxes  are  Master 
boxes,  equipped  with  auxiliary  stations  located  in  various 
private  and  public  buildings.

28  closed  circuit  tappers  and  5 open  circuit  tappers 

7 closed  circuit  tappers  (secondary) 

13  still  alarm  bells 

7 local  telephones  used  as  a still  alarm  system

4 traffic  sirens 

7 still  alarm  systems  (local  house  system) 

11  house  call  bells 

The  vibrating  bells  in  service  in  the  stations  are  in  poor 
condition  because  of  age  and  years  of  service  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  for  continued  efficient  service  that  these  bells  be 
replaced. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  some  machine  shop  equipment 
be  purchased  for  use  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  our 
Fire  Alarm  System.  At  the  present  time  all  our  machine  shop 
work  is  done  by  Contractors. 

In  compliance  with  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwrit- 
ers, we  are  removing  and  combining  as  many  of  our  upright 
pedestals  as  possible.  This  removes  some  of  the  hazards  from 
our  outside  system. 


There  were  270  trouble  calls. 
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POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 

The  Police  Signal  equipment  is  in  good  condition  and  addi- 
tions and  improvements  are  constantly  being  made. 

Four  new  boxes  were  added  this  year,  making  a total  of  89 
boxes  and  two  special  bank  alarm  boxes. 

Calls  received  from  the  boxes  were  as  follows: 


Duty  Calls  281,049 

Telephone  Calls  86,726 

Wagon  Calls  820 


Total  368,595 


Due  to  constant  supervision  on  this  system  its  efficiency 
has  been  greatly  increased.  There  were  only  366  trouble  calls 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Police  Station  equipment  consists  of  the  following : 

Type  C Police  Desk 
2 — 5 circuit  registers 
41  secondary  batteries 
1 charging  panel 

There  are  also  6 official  telephones  connected  with  the 
Police  Desk. 

It  is  recommended  that  a spare  register,  72  secondary  bat- 
teries and  a 4 circuit  charging  panel  be  purchased  for  this 
system  in  order  to  eliminate  our  present  overloaded  conditions. 
It  is  mandatory  that  auxiliary  power  supplies  be  purchased 
for  Police  Radio  Transmission  and  also  for  Police  Signal 
System. 


The  Police  radio  transmitter  is  rendering  good  service,  but 
its  efficiency  would  be  greatly  increased  by  the  addition  of  a 
two-way  equipment.  There  are  eleven  police  receivers  in  serv- 
ice and  two  auxiliaries.  These  sets  are  obsolete  and  should, 
therefore,  be  replaced. 


TRAFFIC  LIGHTS 

There  are  30  intersections  controlled  by  Traffic  Signals, 
fourteen  of  which  are  equipped  with  pushbuttons  for  pedes- 
trians traffic.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  recently 
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made  a survey  recommending  changes  on  every  controller  in 
the  City,  to  meet  State  standards.  These  changes  are  gradually 
being  made 

Seven  battery  operated  flashing  beacons  have  been,  removed 
because  of  the  hazard  involved  during  Blackout  periods. 

There  were  428  trouble  calls. 

There  are  ten  Police  traffic  posts  controlled  by  Spotlights. 

Due  to  automobile  accidents  damages  to  our  Traffic,  Police 
and  Fire  Alarm  Systems  amounted  to  $732.55  during  the  past 
year. 


POLES  AND  STREET  LIGHTS 
TRACKLESS  TROLLEYS 

On  November  8,  1941,  trackless  trolley  service  was  sub- 
stituted for  street  car  service  on  the  Highland  Avenue  and 
Somerville  Avenue  lines  running  between  Clarendon  Hill,  Som- 
erville, and  Lechmere  Station. 

On  the  Somerville  Avenue  route,  which  includes  the  car- 
house,  336  poles  were  set  and  42  poles  relocated.  It  will  also 
be  necessary  to  remove  108  poles.  This  route  required  89,800 
feet  of  2/0  grooved  trolley  wire. 

On  the  Highland  Avenue  route,  104  poles  were  set  and  21 
relocated.  Fifty  one  poles  will  be  removed.  It  required  49,000 
feet  of  2/0  grooved  trolley  wire  to  equip  this  route  from  Som- 
erville Avenue  to  Davis  Square. 


A total  of  138,800  feet  of  trolley  wire  was  installed  on  the 
complete  installation  and  56,000  feet  of  5/16"  galvanized  wire 
for  spans,  pull-offs  and  guy  wires. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  construction  of  this  line 
required  extensive  installations  of  over  head  frogs,  switches, 
segments,  crossings,  trolley  t roughing,  wood  protection,  side 
feeds,  lightning  arrestor  grounds,  as  well  as  extensive  street 
excavations  necessary  for  connections  to  the  return  system 
and  feeder  cables.

During  the  past  year  a definite  policy  of  the  Department 
has  been  to  emphasize  Rehabilitation. 


On  March  1st.  we  established  an  Employment  Bureau,  with 
two  of  our  Social  Workers  assigned  full  time  to  interview  Per- 
sonnel Managers  of  large  Concerns  and  owners  of  small  Busi- 
ness Enterprises  with  a view  of  obtaining  their  co-operation  in 
placing  many  of  our  employable  recipients  in  private  employ- 
ment. The  results  obtained  far  exceeded  our  expectations  and 
1 wish  to  express,  as  part  of  my  report,  mv  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  the  excellent  assistance  given  to  the  Department  by  the 
business  men,  which  has  resulted  in  an  average  of  one  job  a 
day  in  private  employment  of  those  on  our  Welfare  rolls. 

The  facilities  of  the  State  Rehabilitation  Bureau  have  been 
used  to  some  success  in  aiding  those  recipients  of  Public  Wei- 
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fare  who  were  handicapped  by  physical  defects  such  as  poor 
sight  or  hearing,  etc. 

Desertion  cases  and  deliberate  instances  of  non-supporting 
husbands  and  fathers  have  long  been  a bane  of  the  Welfare 
Department.  Two  of  our  Investigators  and  a Police  Officer 
were  assigned  to  this  particular  classification  of  Welfare. 
Many  erring  husbands  and  fathers  were  located  and  reunited 
with  their  families.  It  was  the  first  objective  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  obtain  this  result.  Many  were  found  working  at  var- 
ious distances  from  Somerville  and,  if  the  proper  disposition 
was  shown  to  co-operate,  every  effort  was  made  in  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  family  and  our  community  to  have  the  husband 
and  father  return  to  live  with  his  family  and  contribute 
towards  their  support.  In  125  cases  we  were  unable  to  obtain 
the  co-operation  of  the  deserting  husband  and  our  only  recourse 
was  to  prosecute  in  Court  for  desertion  and  non-support.  Our 
concentrated  attention  to  this  classification  of  Welfare  recip- 
ients, plus  Fraud  cases,  resulted  in  a saving  to  the  City  of, 
approximated.  |75,000. 

Among  the  services  rendered  by  the  Welfare  Dept,  not  gen- 
erally recognized,  are:  (1)  Taking  histories  and  determining 
settlement  for  the  Board  of  Health;  (2)  The  certifying  of  ap- 
plicants for  C.  C.  C.  program.  (3)  Special  investigating  of 
dependency  claims  for  the  four  local  Selective  Service  Boards. 
(One  Investigator  has  been  assigned  full  time  and  other  part 
time  to  investigate  these  cases  and  during  1941,  1,258  such 
cases  were  investigated  by  our  Department.) 

The  expenditures  under  the  category  of  Miscellaneous  Wel- 
fare for  the  year,  1940,  were  $760,102.60  and  for  the  year,  1941, 
$430,227.84,  showing  a decrease  of  $329,874.76  in  the  past  year. 


On  February  26,  1941  the  Food  Stamp  Plan  was  inaug- 
urated in  our  City  and  it  has  been  a decided  help  to  all 
categories  of  Relief  and  W.  P.  A.  Under  the  Stamp  Plan  oper- 
ations, our  City  received  in  Surplus  Blue  Stamps,  $252,230.00, 
which  was  in  substitution  of  the  direct  distribution  of  food. 

In  1941  the  Surplus  Commodities  Division  made  a direct 
distribution  of  food  in  our  City  amounting  to  $196,917.84  and 
Clothing  amounting  to  $48,109.90.  The  combined  value  of  both 
food  and  clothing  was  $245,027.74. 
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In  the  report  for  1940  it  was  requested  that  additional  room 
for  all  Divisions  of  Aid  be  provided.  We  now  have  adequate 
facilities  and  are  grateful  for  the  attention  given  to  our  request. 

By  recent  legislation  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare has  been  given  certain  jurisdiction  over  the  personnel  of 
Welfare  Departments  and  there  are  specified  requirements  that 
must  be  met  in  order  that  we  may  receive  our  reimbursement 
for  the  different  types  of  relief  granted.  These  rules  are  man- 
datory and  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  Chapters  402  and 
588  of  the  Acts  of  1941  and  the  rules  issued  by  the  Civil  Serv- 
icee  Commission  under  date  of  January  7,  1942. 

Your  agent  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  City  and  Department  that  the  Step-rate  plan  of  salaries 
as  submitted,  be  adopted.

The  fees  collected  for  gasfitting  for  the  year  1941  amounts 
to  $194.00  and  this  has  been  turned  over  to  the  City  Treasurer 
as  revenue. 


The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
as  filed  by  the  grantees  on  the  permits  issued  amounts  to 
$613,220.00  in  1941.  For  comparison  the  estimated  cost  for  the 
same  amounted  to  $561,661.00  in  1940.  The  total  number  of 
permits  for  all  purposes,  not  including  plumbing  and  gasfit- 
ting, viz  293,  is  68  less  than  in  1940  when  361  permits  were 
issued. 
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During  the  first  half  of  1941  much  activity  in  commercial 
building  took  place.  The  city  was  fortunate  in  having  Sears 
Roebuck  and  Company  establish  itself  here  by  building  a large 
warehouse  in  East  Somerville  thereby  causing  this  industrial 
property  to  be  further  developed.  In  the  vicinity,  Somerville 
Buiek  Company  and  the  Overland  Express  Company  also 
erected  buildings,  and  several  established  firms  came  to  the 
city,  taking  over  and  renovating  existing  properties.  Some  of 
these  were  The  Dahlquist  Manufacturing  Company,  Cains  May- 
onaise  Company,  Simmons  Mattress  Company,  Waverlv  Heat- 
ing Company  and  many  others.  However  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  the  crushing  effect  of  priorities  on  building 
materials  and  manufacturing  limitations  imposed  on  so  called 
non-defense  articles  saw  this  migration  of  new  business  come 
to  an  abrupt  close  so  that  few  permits  were  applied  for  dur- 
ing the  closing  months  of  the  year. 

Only  one  new  residence  was  built,  this  being  one  of  four 
apartments.  This  is  not  unusual  as  the  amount  of  new  res- 
idential construction  has  been  for  many  years  at  a standstill. 
Until  desirable  residential  areas  now  congested  with  badly  de- 
preciated and  obsolete  structures  are  razed  en-masse,  we  can 
expect  little  new  residential  building.  Some  demolition  has 
been  taking  place  in  order  to  remove  a public  hazard.  The 
blighted  nature  of  much  of  the  surroundings  of  these  demol- 
ished structures  unfortunately  prevents  rebuilding.  It  appears 
until  such  time  as  large  areas  such  as  city  blocks  are  cleared 
of  these  obsolete  and  run-down  buildings,  will  there  be  any 
attraction  for  new  residence  buildings.  Here  again,  if  these 
razed  areas  do  not  offer  certain  advantages  necessary  to  main- 
tain themselves  for  a reasonable  length  of  time  as  desirable 
neighborhoods^  good  residential  building  will  not  take  place. 
However,  they  may  become  commercially  attractive  and  as  such 
should  be  so  zoned  to  be  fully  developed. 

Rather  than  wait  out  this  slow  process  of  “ producing ” land 
upon  which  to  rebuild,  it  would  seem  in  order  to  check  and 
reverse  the  trend  of  shrinking  valuations  that  a method  of  ac- 
complishing this  result  rapidly  be  developed.  The  process  is 
rezoning  and  should  be  planned  to  conform  to  a pattern,  i.  e.  a 
Master  Plan.  The  Commissioner  has  been  of  the  opinion  for 
sometime  that  the  need  for  a new  zoning  and  building  ordinance 
including  a Master  Plan  is  vitally  necessary  to  secure  the  eco- 
nomic stability  of  this  city  in  the  years  to  come,  and  sincerely 
hopes  that  sufficient  activity  on  the  part  of  all  interested  groups 
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can  manifest  itself  collectively,  to  a speedy  and  successful 
conclusion.  The  task  of  building  a new  zoning  map  which  will 
bring  about  the  most  good  for  the  greatest  number  of  people 
in  the  city  is  beyond  the  capabilities  of  one  man’s  foresight  and 
therefore  must  be  met  collectively  by  an  unselfish  group  of  rep- 
resentative and  thoroughly  capable  citizens,  co-ordinated  of 
course  by  an  expert  or  group  of  experts  in  the  science  of  “plan- 
ning.” The  present  “lull”  in  building  activity  offers  no  better 
time  in  which  to  begin  this  most  necessary  readjustment  within 
our  city. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  BUILDINGS 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  maintenance  problem  of 
keeping  our  various  public  buildings  in  operation  has  been 
met  to  the  best  to  our  ability  commensurate  with  the  small 
maintenance  outlay  periodically  given  to  this  department.  It 
is  suffice  to  say  that  all  buildings  have  been  comfortably  heat- 
ed, emergency  breaks  and  repairs  in  our  much  depreciated  and 
obsolete  heating  systems  have  been  met  without  any  undue  dis- 
comfort to  the  occupants  of  the  various  buildings. 

Specifically,  a few  of  the  major  maintenance  problems  that 
have  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows : 

Automatic  coal  stokers  have  been  installed  in  the  Union 
Square  Fire  Station,  the  Cross  Street  and  Broadway  Fire 
Station,  the  Contagious  Hospital,  the  City  Home  Greenhouse 
including  new  boiler  and  heating  system  there,  and  the  Fire 
Alarm  Building. 


Overhead  doors  were  installed  at  the  Union  Square  Fire 
Station  and  are  operating  very  satisfactorily. 

The  Federal  Stamp  Plan  was  put  in  effect  during  the  year 
and  quarters  for  the  same  were  provided  at  the  Old  Vocational 
School  on  Tufts  Street. 

Two  centers  for  serving  hot  lunches  under  the  Surplus 
Commodity  Agency  to  undernourished  children  in  the  schools 
were  provided  and  equipped  at  the  Bennett  and  Prescott 
Schools. 

The  New  Vocational  School  is  to  be  commended  for  its 
splendid  cooperation  in  building  much  furniture  for  the  school 
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system  such  as  cafeteria  tables  for  the  Western  Junior  High 
School  and  the  Southern  Junior  High  School.  Many  tables  and 
voting  booths  were  also  made  by  the  Vocational  School  saving 
this  departmnet  much  in  labor,  the  materials  having  been  fur- 
nished by  the  department.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  commended  and  is  encouraging  this  practice  of 
student  participation  in  Municipal  Maintenance. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  usual  the  department  urgently  recomends  the  need  of 
new  housing  at  the  Prescott  School.  It  also  recommends  that 
the  Highland  School,  now  many  years  obsolete,  be  vacated  and 
other  facilities  built  to  accommodate  these  children.  Much 
thought  should  be  given  to  the  erection  of  a modern  school 
plant  at  the  proper  spot,  with  a view  that  other  old  school 
buildings  in  the  vicinity  may  also  be  razed  and  the  occupants 
therein  be  consolidated  in  the  new  plant. 

The  department  definitely  abhors  the  condition  of  the  City 
Home  plant  and  recommends  that  a more  fire  safe  structure 
be  erected. 

We  are  ever  mindful  of  the  condition  of  the  fire  towers  in 
the  City  and  recommend  that  a four  way  whistle  be  installed  at 
a central  location  relieving  an  old  and  inadequate  system. 

The  use  of  the  new  fluorescent  light  has  been  followed  very 
closely  and  we  believe  from  our  experience  of  the  past  that  we 
would  be  justified  in  recommending  that  money  be  appropri- 
ated to  equip  many  of  our  buildings  with  this  lighting  system. 

It  is  the  hope  that  sufficient  Federal  funds  may  be  forth- 
coming to  continue  the  grading  in  the  rear  of  the  High  School 
so  that  this  condition  of  long  standing  may  eventually  be  a 
beauty  spot  within  the  city. 

The  foregone  are  but  a few  of  the  vital  recommendations 
at  hand  and  unfortunately  these  projects  will  require  consid- 
erable funds.  AVhether  or  not  these  funds  will  be  immediately 
forthcoming  is  not  wihtin  the  province  of  this  department  to 
determine. 

The  Commissioner  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  his  department,  all  other 
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city  departments,  including  the  valued  assistance  given  to  us 
by  the  many  capable  recipients  of  the  Public  Welfare,  the 
W.  P.  A.,  and  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

REGISTRATION 

Before  the  Preliminary  Election  in  October,  registration 
was  held  in  the  office  at  City  Hall,  beginning  June  2 and  con- 
tinuing until  September  16,  from  8.30  A.M.  to  4.30  P.M.  except 
Saturdays,  when  the  hours  were  from  8:30  A.M.  to  12.00  Noon. 
And  on  Wednesday,  September  17,  from  8.30  A.M.  to  10.00 
P.M.  There  were  also  evening  sessions  at  City  Hall  from  7.30 
P.M.  to  9.30  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  September  3,  Thursday, 
September  4,  Monday,  September  15  and  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 16.

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Twenty-seven  hundred  and  fifty  names  were  added  to  the 
voting  list,  including  those  that  had  been  restored  to  the  list, 
after  failing  to  be  listed  in  the  original  listing. 

After  the  Preliminary  Election  on  October  7,  registration 
was  held  daily  in  the  office  from  October  9 to  October  14,  from 
8.30  A.M.  to  4.30  P.M.  except  Saturday,  when  the  hours  were 
from  8.30  A.M.  to  12.00  Noon,  Tuesday  Evening,  October  14,. 
from  7.30  P.M.  to  9.30  P.M.  and  Wednesday,  October  15,  from 
8.30  A.M.  to  10.00  P.M.  This  registration,  with  the  previous 
one  brought  the  voting  list  up  to  Forty-nine  thousand,  eight 
hundred  fifty-nine  (49,859). 


NOMINATION  PAPERS— INITIATIVE— REFERENDUM  PETITIONS, 

The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  received  three  bun- 
dred  and  fifty-one  Nomination  papers  on  which  twelve  thou- 
sand. eight  hundred  fifty-four  names  were  certified. 

There  were  also  received  twenty-nine  Referendum  Petitions 
on  which  three  hundred  fifty-four  names  were  certified. 

This  made  a total  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  (380)  papers 
and  a total  of  twleve  thousand  nine  hundred  fourteen  (12,914) 
names  certified. 


JURORS 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  234  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  211  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  the  Election  Com- 
missioners prepared  a list  of  the  inhabitants  of  Somerville, 
liable  to  serve  as  jurors.  The  Board  has  established  a system, 
whereby  each  person,  provisionally  selected  for  jury  service, 
fills  out  a questionnaire  and  appears  before  a member  of  the 
Board  at  the  office  and  makes  oath  to  the  statements  contained' 
therein.  This  gives  the  Board  an  opportunity  to  meet  each: 
individual  and  note,  if  any  his  physical  defects  or  disability  to 
render  the  county  the  service  that  would  be  required  of  him 
as  a juror.  These  personal  examinations  also,  enable  the  Board 
to  know  the  educational  qualifications  of  each  prospective 
juror.  The  jury  list  prepared  by  the  Board  for  the  year  1941, 
contains  the  names  of  eleven  hundred  forty-eight  (1148) 
voters. 
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RECOUNTS 

A Recount  was  held  on  October  14,  1941  of  ballots  cast  at 
the  Preliminary  Election,  October  7,  for  Ward  Aldermen  and 
School  Committee,  for  Ward  One  and  for  Ward  Alderman  for 
WTard  Six.  This  Recount  was  held  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber 
at  City  Hall. 

After  the  Election  November  4,  1941,  there  was  a Recount 
for  Alderman  at  Large  for  the  entire  city  for  all  ballots  cast, 
and  for  School  Committee  of  Ward  Two  and  for  Ward  Aider- 
man  Ward  Five.  This  Recount  was  held  November  12  and 
November  14,  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  at  City  Hall.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STREET  COMMISSIONER 


Office  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 

City  Hall,  Somerville,  Massachusetts, 

January  1,  1942. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 
Gentlemen  : 

I respectfully  submit  the  sixty-sixth  annual  report  con- 
taining a brief  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  High- 
way Department,  during  the  year  1941,  with  recommendations 
for  necessary  additions  the  coming  year. 

This  department  has  charge  of  the  construction,  alterations, 
repair,  maintenance  and  management  of  ways,  streets,  side- 
walks and  bridges:  the  setting  out  and  care  of  shade  trees;  the 
suppression  of  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths,  elm  leaf  beetles  and 
other  pests  injurious  to  trees;  the  cleaning  and  watering  of 
the  streets.

SNOW  AND  ICE 

All  streets  were  plowed  and  opened  for  traffic,  snow  was 
removed  from  the  principal  business  centers,  also  around  all 
public  buildings  and  grounds.  Special  requests  for  funerals, 
weddings  and  other  occasions  were  given  prompt  attention. 
Owing  to  so  few  dumping  places  for  the  disposal  of  snow,  it  is 
necessary  to  make  long  hauls  from  some  parts  of  the  city.  This 
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delays  the  work  unless  a large  force  of  extra  men  and  trucks 
are  employed.  I recommend  that  better  facilities  for  dumping 
be  provided  to  save  this  extra  expense. 

Warning  signs  were  posted  on  streets  where  coasting  was 
allowed  and  ashes  spread  at  the  foot  of  hills  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public.  Icy  and  slippery  streets  and  sidewalks  were 
made  safe  as  soon  as  possible. 

HIGHWAYS  AND  SIDEWALKS  MAINTENANCE 

Police  and  public  reports  pertaining  to  all  kinds  of  defects 
in  the  streets  and  sidewalks  were  given  prompt  attention.  Gen- 
eral repairs  were  made  on  streets,  brick  and  granolithic  side- 
walks. Edgestones  were  reset  and  gutters  relaid. 

The  dirt  sidewalks  were  graded  and  filled. 

$131,807.64  was  expended  on  Highways  and  Sidewalks 
Maintenance. 


STREET  CLEANING 

All  streets  are  thoroughly  cleaned  during  the  year.  The 
public  squares  and  business  sections  receive  daily  attention. 
Special  requests  and  reports  of  dirty  streets  are  given  prompt 
attention. 

The  cleaning  of  streets  and  squares  was  greatly  improved 
by  the  use  of  an  automatic  street  sweeper.  The  main  thorough- 
fares and  squares  received  attention  in  the  early  morning 
hours  to  avoid  traffic  and  parked  cars  so  that  the  entire  width 
of  the  streets  could  be  cleaned.  This  sweeper  was  also  in  oper- 
ation through  the  day  on  side  streets. 

$20,103.41  was  expended  for  Street  Cleaning. 


SUPPRESSION  OF  MOTHS— CARE  OF  TREES 

This  department  cares  for  the  trees,  both  public  and  priv- 
ate, regarding  moths  and  other  tree  pests.  Gypsy  and  Satin 
moth  nests  were  painted  with  creosote.  Tussock,  tent  and 
brown  tail  moth  nests  were  destroyed. 
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The  department  should  be  equipped  with  a new  motor 
power  sprayer  to  do  more  efficient  work. 

The  majority  of  the  public  trees  in  the  city  are  in  good 
condition.  Old  and  unsightly  trees  have  been  removed  and  re- 
placed by  new  ones,  others  have  been  trimmed  and  pruned. 
New  trees  have  been  planted  on  request  and  guards  and  sup- 
ports renewed.  Many  poplar  trees  have  been  removed  on  ac- 
count of  the  roots  growing  into  and  obstructing  the  drainage 
systems. 

On  account  of  the  hard  paved  streets  and  sidewalks,  city 
trees  do  not  thrive  as  on  private  property  or  parks  and  conse- 
quently need  constant  attention. 

$8,143.07  was  expended  for  Suppression  of  Moths  — Care 
of  Trees. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Permits  are  issued  to  the  various  corporations  and  con- 
tractors, by  this  department,  to  open  streets  and  sidewalks. 
Said  openings  to  be  restored  to  original  conditions  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  petitioners.  To  cross  sidewalks  and  occupy 
streets  for  building  purposes  permits  were  issued  on  specified 
conditions.  Driveways  for  garages  and  filling  stations  were 
constructed  after  the  owners  petitioned  for  same  and  deposited 
a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  construction. 

This  department  maintains  its  own  municipal  repair  shop 
for  the  various  lines  of  work.  Most  of  the  maintenance  and 
repair  work  on  the  motor  equipment  of  the  department  is  done 
in  our  shop  at  the  city  stables. 


TRAFFIC  CONTROL 

Traffic  lines  were  painted  and  warning  signs  erected  at 
schools,  playgrounds  and  dangerous  locations.  Particular  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  painting  of  cross  walk  lines  in 
business  centers  and  squares.  Parking  and  No  Parking  signs 
at  designated  locations  and  safety  zones  were  plainly  marked. 

Traffic  conditions  have  been  greatly  improved  on  streets 
where  trackless  trolleys  have  replaced  street  cars.  Some  of 
the  streets  affected  are  Elm  Street,  Holland  Street,  Somer- 
ville Avenue,  Highland  Avenue  and  McGrath  Highway. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

I recommend  that  as  far  as  possible,  old  brick  sidewalks 
be  replaced  with  granolithic.  That  the  city  acquire  another 
street  sweeper  especially  for  night  work  on  through  streets 
and  business  sections.  Several  trucks  should  be  purchased  to 
replace  some  very  old  ones  now  in  use. 

I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  men  of  the  department  for  their 
support  and  co-operation.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  report  that  the  Law  Department 
during  the  year  1941  endeavored  to  perform  the  duties  of  that 
Department  as  required  by  the  City  Ordinances.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  report  that  the  number  of  claims  filed  against  the  City 
decreased  somewhat  from  the  number  filed  in  the  previous  year. 
There  has  been  an  increased  volume  of  work  in  connection 
with  practically  all  departments  of  the  City  due  to  the  many 
new  problems  that  have  had  to  be  met  during  the  past  year. 

The  City  Solicitor  and  his  Assistant  have  endeavored  to  be 
available  at  all  times  to  discuss  with  all  other  department 
heads  any  problems  affecting  their  departments  in  which  the 
assistance  of  the  City  Solicitor  was  felt  to  be  helpful. 

The  amount  expended  on  disposition  of  suits  and  claims 
arising  out  of  accidents  has  been  kept  at  a continued  low  level, 
due  primarily  to  the  efforts  of  Charles  L.  Doherty,  Assistant 
City  Solicitor,  who  has  had  general  charge  of  this  work,  and 
Police  Lieutenant  Thomas  M.  Sharry,  who  has  been  assigned 
to  this  office  as  Inspector  of  Claims. 

As  in  the  past,  the  relations  of  this  Department  with  all 
other  departments,  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  your  Honorable 
Board,  have  been  most  pleasant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEAL 


January  31,  1942. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Somerville. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Appeal  of  the  City  of  Somerville  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report  of  its  activities  during  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1941. 

In  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  to  hear  and  act  upon  fifty- 
five  appeals  which  had  to  do  with  variations  of  the  Zoning, 
Building  or  Fire  District  Ordinances.  Out  of  this  number 
relief  was  granted  on  forty-nine  of  the  appeals,  five  were  re- 
fused, and  one  taken  under  advisement. 

It  has  been  the  express  intention  of  your  Board  at  all  times 
to  act  in  good  faith  and  without  favor  or  prejudice  to  anyone, 
and  to  grant  relief  whenever  the  interests  of  both  city  and 
appellant  would  b£  most  favorably  served.  Appeals  were 
granted  because  of  no  great  variation  from  the  existing  or- 
dinances or  because  of  unnecessary  hardship  which  would  have 
been  suffered  by  the  appellants. 

All  of  the  members  of  your  Board  have  during  the  year 
made  it  a part  of  their  duty,  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of 
hearing  and  deciding  appeals,  to  visit  the  premises  that  would 
be  affected  by  the  appeal,  so  that  when  the  hearing  was  held 
the  members  had  a mental  picture  of  just  what  the  appellant 
wanted. 

A large  percentage  of  the  matters  considered  have  been  ap- 
peals from  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Build- 
ings refusing  to  grant  permits  to  alter  two  family  dwellings 
into  three  family  dwellings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  10,  Paragraph  “D”  of  the  Building  Ordinance  and 
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in  view  of  prevalent  economic  conditions  and  because  of  no 
great  variance  from  existing  ordinances  and  the  fact  that  un- 
necessary hardship  would  be  suffered  by  the  appellants,  it  has 
seemed  advisable  by  the  Board  to  grant  such  appeals  in  most 
instances.

I respectfully  refer  to  some  of  the  more  important  recom- 
mendations and  suggestions  made  in  reports  of  the  City  En- 
gineer for  a number  of  years  past,  which  are  for  the  improve- 
ment of  conditions  in  this  city. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

The  design  and  construction  of  sewers,  storm  drains,  catch 
basins,  house  drains,  etc.,  maintenance  of  the  drainage  system 
and  other  items  in  this  division  are  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  City  Engineer. 

During  the  year  1941  all  sewer  construction  was  carried  on 
in  conjunction  with  the  Works  Progress  Administration.  Un- 
der this  plan  the  City  supplied  all  equipment  and  materials, 
and  the  WPA  the  labor.  Plans  and  all  engineering  services 
were  furnished  by  the  City  Engineer. 

The  total  sewer  construction  completed  in  1941  with  the  aid 
of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  was  as  follows:

The  separate  sewerage  system  should  be  extended  each  year 
to  assist  in  the  ultimate  separation  of  sewerage  and  storm 
water  which  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  is  striving 
to  accomplish. 


Many  of  our  storm  drains  and  sewers  have  been  in  service 
for  many  years.  Several  of  the  older  sewers  have  collapsed  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years,  necessitating  immediate  repair  and  in 
many  instances  the  reconstruction  of  entire  sections.  After  an 
exhaustive  and  thorough  examination  of  our  sewage  system,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  such  breakdowns  will  occur  more  fre- 
quently than  heretofore,  and  consequently  an  immediate  start 
must  be  made  on  reconstruction,  particularly  the  oldest  and 
largest  trunk  sewers  and  storm  drains.  Looking  toward  this 
end,  the  City  Engineer  and  his  assistants  are  now  preparing 
a comprehensive  plan  for  such  a long  range  and  large  scale 
sewage  works  construction  program. 

There  is  definite  need  in  the  Sewer  Division  of  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  employees  and  sewer  cleaning  equipment. 
Due  to  the  economic  policies  of  the  past  several  years  of  not 
replacing  employees  and  of  the  tendency  toward  cutting  down 
municipal  expense,  no  new  employees  have  been  added  to  the 
Sewer  Division,  and  I feel  that  several  additional  employees 
should  be  employed  in  this  division  in  order  to  properly  care 
for  the  sewerage  system  and  the  large  number  of  manholes 
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and  catch  basins  that  must  be  regularly  looked  after,  and  the 
several  regulating  chambers  and  pump  house  that  must  be 
kept  in  perfect  working  order  if  they  are  to  properly  function. 
With  the  large  amount  of  additional  construction  that  has  been 
made  during  the  past  five  years,  there  has  been  no  increase  in 
the  maintenance  force  in  this  division.  In  fact,  there  has  been 
a decrease  in  the  number  of  men  employed,  and  I would  strong- 
ly urge  that  this  policy  be  modified  so  as  to  make  provision 
for  these  additions  to  our  system.  It  is  very  necessary  from  a 
public  health  standpoint.

BALANCE  UNEXPENDED 

A permanent  force  of  eight  men,  together  with  city  trucks, 
are  kept  continually  at  work,  flushing,  cleaning  and  repair- 
ing the  city’s  drainage  system,  including  catch  basins,  the  ex- 
pense necessarily  increasing  yearly  as  sewers,  storm  drains  and 
catch  basins  are  added  to  the  system,  and  the  distance  in- 
creased to  the  dumping  places,  only  two  of  which  are  available 
at  present. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  1941  a total  of  988  com- 
plaints for  drains  clogged,  cellars  flooded  and  catch  basins 
blocked.  These  were  attended  to  immediately. 

Twenty-nine  permits  have  been  issued  for  private  drain 
connections  from  buildings  to  sewers  or  storm  drains,  fifteen  of 
these  being  for  repairs,  alterations  or  extensions.  All  work  is 
done  subject  to  inspection  by  this  department. 

Only  persons  that  are  licensed  as  drain  layers  by  the  city 
and  who  have  given  satisfactory  bonds  are  permitted  to  lay  and 
repair  private  drains.

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Data,  concerning  each  drain  connection  with  the  public 
sewer  is  on  file  in  this  office  and  time  and  expense  could  be 
saved  the  owner,  where  trouble  exists,  by  his  applying  directly 
to  this  department  for  investigation  and  advice. 

Many  car  track  catch  basins  and  underground  conduit  man- 
holes built  by  public  service  corporations  have  been  connected 
with  the  City’s  drainage  system. 

A special  ordinance  should  be  enacted  to  enforce  a better 
system  of  grease  traps  in  the  premises  of  some  of  the  larger 
manufacturing  plants  and  rendering  companies  to  prevent  large 
amounts  of  grease  and  waste  products  from  escaping  into 
city  sewer  mains  and  partially  blocking  sections  of  sewers 
as  has  occurred  at  various  times. 

There  are  to  date  about  18,587  private  drain  connections 
with  the  city’s  drainage  system. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  largest  industrial  develop- 
ments within  the  city  has  been  undertaken  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Engineer,  and  that  area  bounded  by  the  Mystic 
River,  the  main  line  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and 
Mystic  and  Middlesex  Avenues  has  been  made  very  desirable 
for  the  location  of  industrial  and  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. 


Two  new  streets,  approximately  1000  feet  long  and  50  feet 
in  width,  have  been  laid  out  as  public  ways.  A new  reinforced 
concrete  storm  drain,  36"  in  diameter,  and  a tide-gate  chamber, 
for  storm  water  only,  totalling  3,000  feet  in  length  from  a 
point  near  the  land  of  the  Pennsjdvania  Oil  Company  to  the 
Mystic  River,  has  been  laid  out,  and  part  of  this  line  has  al- 
ready been  completed.  The  new  sanitary  separate  system 
sewer  has  been  constructed  approximately  3,000  feet  in  length 
and  12"  in  diameter  to  discharge  into  the  Metropolitan  trunk 
sewer  at  North  Union  Street. 

In  all  of  this  work  the  best  engineering  practises  were  car- 
ried out,  both  in  the  design  and  in  the  construction  of  these 
structures.  When  all  underground  work  has  been  completed, 
the  roadways  will  be  paved  with  a high  type  permanent  sur- 
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face.  All  this  work  was  designed  and  construction  supervised 
by  the  City  Engineer.  The  construction  was  carried  on  by  the 
the  Works  Progress  Administration,  and  the  City  furnished 
a portion  of  the  materials  and  the  equipment,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  materials  was  furnished  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

As  a result  of  this  work,  an  area  containing  approximately 
50  acres  has  been  developed  into  a very  desirable  industrial 
site.  Already  a large  warehouse  containing  over  seven  acres 
of  floor  space  has  been  constructed  by  the  Sears  Roebuck  Com- 
pany, and  negotiations  are  now  being  carried  on  with  several 
other  well  known  concerns  to  interest  them  in  constructing 
buildings  on  this  site.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year 
this  enture  area  will  furnish  a much  needed  source  for  addi- 
tional, taxable  property  for  the  City  of  Somerville. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  DIVISION 

There  are  at  the  present  time  nineteen  parcels  of  land 
laid  out  as  parks  and  playgrounds  and  maintained  and  im- 
proved by  this  department.  Many  of  these  areas  are  badly  in 
need  of  improvement,  and  more  play  areas  should  be  developed 
in  the  more  densely  populated  sections  of  our  City. 

During  the  past  year  several  of  our  parks  and  playgrounds 
were  reconstructed  and  beautified  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Engineer.  Most  of  this  work  was  done  with  the  aid  of  the 
Works  Progress  Administration. 

Lincoln  Park.  The  improvements  outlined  in  previous  re- 
ports have  been  completed.  To  complete  this  excellent  park  a 
new  field-house  should  be  constructed,  plans  for  which  have 
already  been  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer. 

Foss  Park  will  also  be  improved  by  constructing  tennis 
courts  and  new  drains  and  reconstructing  the  large  pond  in 
the  park.  Provision  will  be  made  for  additional  ice  hockey 
rinks  at  this  park. 

Dickerman  Park  is  being  constructed  on  land  graciously 
donated  to  the  City  of  Somerville  by  Mrs.  Minnie  L.  Dickerman 
for  a children’s  playground.  A wading  pool,  swings  and  other 
play  equipment,  sand  boxes  and  bubblers  have  been  completed. 
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The  entire  park  will  be  landscaped,  trees  and  lawns  planted, 
and  an  artistic  rubble  masonry  wall  has  been  erected  around 
the  park. 


The  City  has  become  so  densely  populated  (averaging  nearly 
26,000  people  a square  mile)  that  some  of  the  larger  park  areas 
should  be  more  extensively  utilized  for  public  recreation  and 
physical  training  purposes.  In  several  parks,  field  houses 
should  be  constructed,  additional  apparatus  and  shelters  pro- 
vided and  some  of  the  smaller  playground  areas  should  be 
enclosed  by  wire  fencing  for  protection.

GENERAL 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  His  Honor,  Mayor  John 
M.  Lynch,  special  studies  and  plans  have  been  made  looking 
toward  the  development  of  a Rapid  Transit  System  for  Som- 
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erville.  In  this  connection  the  City  Engineers  has  conferred 
with  the  Metropolitan  Division  of  Planning,  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad,  and  others.  The  present  main  line  of  the 
Southern  Division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  could 
feasibly  serve  as  the  location  of  this  proposed  extension. 
Studies  of  this  proposal  are  still  being  carried  on  by  the  City 
Engineer. 

The  City  Engineer  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  the  Law 
Department  by  preparing  plans  of  locations  of  accidents  in- 
volving the  City  of  Somerville.  On  several  occasions  the  City 
Engineer  appeared  in  court  in  connection  with  law  suits  in- 
volving the  City. 

For  the  Assessors  several  plans  and  data  for  tax  appeal 
cases  were  prepared  including  computed  areas  of  buildings  and 
lots.  Floor  areas  on  buildings  were  computed  and  furnished 
to  the  Assessors  from  measurements  taken  in  the  field.  In 
this  connection,  it  would  be  of  great  value,  not  only  to  the 
Assessors,  but  to  other  departments,  if  Architects  and  En- 
gineers were  required  to  furnish  with  each  set  of  plans  the 
cubical  contents  of  all  buildings  to  be  constructed. 

The  problem  of  attracting  new  industries  to  the  City  of 
Somerville  has  been  given  a great  deal  of  thought  and  study 
by  the  City  Engineer,  in  co-operation  with  the  Mayor  and 
other  department  heads.  Several  of  the  vacant  industrial 
sites  of  this  city  have  been  studied,  their  advantages  have 
been  analysed  and  noted,  and  this  information  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  many  well  known  concerns,  with 
the  idea  of  attracting  them  to  locate  in  the  City  of  Somerville. 
The  Mayor  and  the  City  Engineer,  in  company  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  have  personally  interviewed  sev- 
eral firms  and  endeavored  to  bring  them  to  Somerville.  It  is 
felt  that  attracting  new  industries  to  Somerville  is  one  way 
of  making  our  city  a better  place  in  which  to  live  and  of  light- 
ening the  burden  of  taxation  from  the  shoulders  of  home  own- 
ers to  industry. 

I have  mentioned  in  another  section  of  this  report  one  def- 
inite example  of  how  these  efforts  have  met  with  success.

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Chapter  90  plan.  Under  this  plan  the  State  contributes  ap- 
proximately 50%,  the  Commissioners  of  Middlesex  County 
contribute  16  2/3%  of  the  cost  of  reconstructing  main  or  con- 
necting highways,  and  the  City  of  Somerville  pays  the  balance 
of  the  cost.  All  this  work  is  done  under  supervision  of  the 
State  Highway  Department,  and  the  unit  prices  are  set  by  the 
same  department. 

In  1941  College  Avenue  from  the  Traffic  Circle  at  Powder 
House  Square  to  the  Medford  City  Line  was  entirely  recon- 
structed and  paved.  The  abandoned  street  car  rails  were  re- 
moved. This  work  cost  $20,215.38.  The  State  contributed 
$10,108,  The  County  $3,370,  and  the  City  the  balance. 

Washington  Street  from  Station  6 + 95  to  Station  25  + 23 
on  the  southerly  side  and  from  Station  7 + 00  to  Station 
25  + 23  on  the  northerly  side  was  also  completely  constructed, 
using  a P»ituminous  Concrete  surface  on  a penetrated  asphalt 
stone  base.  The  total  cost  of  these  two  projects  was  $31,722, 
of  which  the  State  paid  $15,405,  the  County  $6,615,  and  the 
City  the  balance. 

Attached  herewith  are  statements  showing  quantities  of 
work  done  on  these  Chapter  90  Projects. 

INSPECTION  OF  MATERIALS 

I am  pleased  to  report  at  this  time  that  during  the  past 
four  years  testing  of  certain  materials,  used  in  construction 
and  purchased  by  the  City,  has  been  carried  on  by  an  independ- 
ent Testing  Laboratory.  The  results  of  this  work  have  justified 
the  insignificant  expense  entailed.  This  work  should  be  ex- 
tended to  include  testing  of  all  materials  purchased  by  the 
City.
